Since the Spanish War we have 
found out, through the study of our 
army officers and our army surgeons, 
how the yellow fever can be suppressed, 
how malignant malaria can be sup- 
pressed. Without that knowledge, my 
dear friends, it would have been im- 
possible to build the Panama Canal.”

ment ownership of 
the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, we are, never- 
theless, in favor of co-operating with 
the experts employed in the federal drug 
laboratories of the Department of Agrti- 
culture and in the laboratories of the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice of the Treasury Department. The 
findings of these experts would no 
doubt be of inestimable value in deter- 
mining upon the quality and the stand- 
ards of purity of drugs. Just how such 
co-operation could be brought about 
most effectually cannot be discussed now. 
_ There can, however, be no doubt that it 
should be done. ‘These experts are in 
position to make investigations and ob- 
servations that cannot be made by ex- 
perts in state, college and other labor- 
atories, and, furthermore, their findings 
would not be so readily subject to the 
accusation of personal prejudice or other 
ulterior aims and purposes. 


There are many 
articles in the 
United States Phar- 
macopoeia which have a very limited use 


SIMPLIFICATION 
OF THE U. S. P. 
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in medicine, so limited in fact that they 
should not be included, for the simple 
reason that the descriptions take up 


space which could be devoted to better 


purposes. Very few physicians employ 
more than twenty-five pharmacopoeial 
agents in their regular practice. It is 
true that doctors are not agreed on the 
same agents, so that the sum total of the 
agents employed by all doctors in the 
United States is much greater than 
twenty-five. Nevertheless there is little 
difference of opinion as to the use and 
therapeutic value of the more powerful 
agents, that is, those agents which have 
been accorded a definite place in the 
practice of medicine. There can be 
but little doubt that fully fifty per cent 
of the less important articles could be 
excluded from the U. S. P. without caus- 
ing any harm to the physical well-being 
of the race. In fact, such a simplifica- 
tion of our pharmacopoeia would result 
in obtaining a better knowledge of those 


_ remaining articles which have real value 


in the curing of disease. 

The next Pharmacopoeia should be 
simplified (in the way of omission of un- 
important articles), compacted and more 
attention should be given to the really 
important articles.

The Committee on Drug 
REFORM 


Reform appointed by Dr. H. 
H. Rusby, president of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, has quite a 


problem on its hands. Speaking largely 


for the drugs of vegetable origin, there 
is no doubt in our mind that reform 
along several lines is of utmost impor- 
tance. Accidental, conventional and in- 
tentional adulteration must be consid- 
ered. The pharmacopoeial purity and 
quality requirements must be properly 
revised. The matter of testing and ex- 
amining drugs must be gone into. To 
what extent do the chemical, microscopi- 
cal and physiological methods of testing 
supplement each other? How may the 
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United States best guard against the im-— 


portation of adulterated drugs? Other 
questions come under the head of drug 
reform and should be carefully consid- 
ered by this committee. We hope that 
they may be ready to present some reso- 
lutions in a form sufficiently tangible to 


be acted upon at the May meeting of the

CURRICULUM we hope it will be 

sooner, the American 
Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties 
will no doubt formulate a uniform course 
of instruction in those colleges having 
representation inthe conference. This is 
a matter of great importance indeed, but 
it is not all. The college must actually 
possess the necessary equipment, and, 
most vital of all, it must have teachers 
that are qualified to teach. The chief 
aim of these teachers should be to teach 
students to think, not merely to memo- 


tion of national resources. 
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rize; to anaylze, not merely to perform 
according to rule; to reason out the why 
and wherefore, not merely to absorb. 
The teacher’s chief work should be to 
suggest, to guide, to aid in developing 
the mind. This quizzing, memorizing 
of isolated details, and making of the 
mind a jumble of dictionary names, is 
of no practical value to anyone, least of 
all to a pharmacist. This is a practical 
and prosaic world and everything, soon- 
er or later, bumps up against the prac- 
tical. Let us prepare students to meet 
the actual conditions in actual life. It is 
perfectly proper to weave in a little of 
the theoretical, the spiritual, the poetical, 
but let us guard against an overdose of 
this kind of instruction. 

Teachers should be past masters in 
their special lines, otherwise students can 
not respect their efforts; they must have 
the ability to pick out and present the 
kernels of truth from the confusing, be- 
muddling chaff. The trouble with most 
teachers is that they do not know which 
is the kernel and which the chaff. 

The system of cramming the mind 
with isolated facts for the sole purpose 
of passing a state board examination 1s 
wholly wrong. It should be made a 
criminal offense. Such learning, if we 
may apply the term, does inestimable 
harm because it conveys the erroneous 
idea that the recipient of such mind 
cramming is qualified to perform the 
duties on account of which he took the 
examination.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP OF THE 


UNITED STATES PHARMA- 
COPOEIA 


We have already voiced our opinions 
regarding government ownership of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia. The fol- 
lowing is simply intended to accentuate 
what has already been stated. __ 

The Coudry measure, which is known 
as House of Representatives Bill No. 
13,859, is absolutely unintelligible even 
after repeated readings, excepting that 
it conveys the idea that the United 
States Government should edit and pub- 
lish the U. S. P. and N. F. The terms 
used shows very conclusively that its 
author or perpetrator had no true men- 
tal conception of what he was trying to 
say. We quote the measure in full. It 
is intended as an amendment to Section 


7 of the National Food and Drugs Law. 

a. That the United States Government 
should edit and publish the United States 
Pharmacopoeia, or National Formulary, and 
have a complete test for purity and strength 
of all drugs and chemicals, whether generally 
used or not in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia, that for the benefit of mankind or 


animals there shall be only one standard of 


drugs and chemicals, which shall conform in 
strength, quality, or purity to the standard 
prescribed or indicated for a drug of the same 
name recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, or National Formulary; that it 
shall be made a criminal act if every drug 
manufactured or sold for the benefit of man- 
kind or animals is not standardized United 
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States Pharmacopoeia; that it be also made 


a criminal act for any druggist or manufac- 


turer of proprietary or patent medicines if 
they do not employ standardized United 


States Pharmacopoeia drugs or chemicals in — 


compounding their formule and to so state 
on their label. 


b. A drug bearing the name in or out of. 


the United States Pharmacopoeia, or National 
Formulary, and branded to show a different 
standard of. strength, quality, or purity, it 
shall be a criminal act if this class of drugs 
are employed by druggists or manufacturers 
of proprietary or patent medicines in pres- 
criptions or preparations that are for the 
benefit of mankind or animals. 


It is stated that the measure is intro- 
duced “by request” but we are not clear 
as to the source of the request, though 
it is rumored that a New York manu- 
facturer of effervescent salts represents 

“the request.” | 

Several drug journals have obtained 
expressions of opinions regarding | the 
Coudry Bill and, as far as we have seen, 
not a single voice is in its favor (See 
American Drug gist, Jan. 10,

WHY AND WHAT IS THE PHAR- 
MACOPOEIA? 
By Oscar Oldberg. 

Member of the Committee of Revision of 
the Pharmacopoeia of the United States, 
1880-1910. Delegate to the Pharmacopoeial 
Convention of 1910. 


From the opinions I have heard and 
read I am convinced that compara- 
tively few men have any well defined 
conceptions of the Pharmacopoeia, the 
real reason for its existence, and what 
might be done to insure substantial 
agreement concerning its general scope 
and functions and unreserved respect 
for its dignity and scientific character. 

The present is an opportune time to 
stop and inquire why such widely di- 
vergent opinions are held and to raise 
the question: Should not the funda- 
mental objects of the Pharmacopoeia 


be so well defined and generally known 
that, when clearly understood, they 
at once indicate the direction which its 
revision should take? 

Those who should be chiefly inter- 
ested in the Pharmacopoeia have given 
scant attention to it. A large number 
of physicians and pharmacists never 
see it. Few schools of medicine teach 
their students to know it. 

Whatever the advocates of drugless 
therapy may say, the fact is that drugs 
are universally used. It is idle to specu- 
late upon how long they will continue 
to be used. We all know that the un- 
restricted, improper or ignorant use of 
drugs threatens the health, happiness 
and lives of men. .One of the means 
by which the dangers of the use of 
drugs may be lessened is the Pharma- 
copoeia, so far as it goes. 

One of the notions often expressed is 
the one that pharmacopoeias are pub- 
lished in the interest of doctors and 
druggists, and this very common false 
idea suggests that legislation to estab- 
lish their authority is class legislation. 
But, primarily, the Pharmacopoeia be- 
ing a necessary part of the system of 
protection of the public health, 1s, 
therefore, one of the important institu- 
tions of our civilization. It is a code 
of laws for the benefit of the sick who 
use the medicines it includes. This is 
true whether the book is prepared and 
published by the government or by 
a delegated convention of physicians 
and pharmacists. The existence of the 
Pharmacopoeia is indispensable to 
scientific medicine and pharmacy, but 
the members of the Pharmacopoeial 
Convention of the United States de- 
rive no benefit from it but the inci- 
dental advantage of having a recog- 
nized list of medicinal substances of 
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fixed identity, composition, purity and 
strength. The members of the Re- 
vision Committee render unselfish 
service to the people, doing a great 
amount of special work without com- 
pensation. Pharmacists are benefited 
to the extent of knowing from the 
Pharmacopoeia what their duties are 
with respect to the character of the 
official medicines. This enables them 


to perform those duties for the purpose 


of protecting the physicians and their 
patients. 

Recognized definitions of the names 
and titles by which medicines are 
known and used are clearly necessary. 
The only medicinal substances for 
which legally binding specific defini- 
tions and standards exist are those of 
the Pharmacopoeia. 

The objection is sometimes raised 
against the Pharmacopoeia that it dic- 
tates or encourages the use of the 
remedies it enumerates, and, therefore, 
discourages the use of other remedies. 
But the Pharmacopoeia is designed to 
be a list of medicinal substances for 
which it is practicable to give reliable, 
specific definitions, descriptions and 


standards, in order that their identity, 


composition, purity and strength may 
be verified or controlled so that devia- 
tions from the official standards may 
be detected. The presence of any drug, 
chemical compound, or preparation, in 
the Pharmacopoeia does not neces- 
sarily stamp it as one having superior 
virtues ; 
uniform character is surely to be pre- 
ferred to one that is unknown or vari- 
able. | 

When the true functions of the 
Pharmacopoeia are better understood 
it will be seen that it does not approve 
or disapprove, affirm or deny, the value 
of any medicinal substance. It is self- 
evident, to be sure, that all substances 


in the Pharmacopoeia were admitted 


to it because recommended as _ thera- 


but a remedy of known and 
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peutically valuable, and all really valu- 
able remedies are sure to find their 
way into that book whenever proposed, 
provided their admission be consistent 
with its objects. It is useless to in- 
clude in the Pharmacopoeia any sub- 
stances concerning which no reliable 
definitions, descriptions, tests, or other 
information and directions can be fur- 
nished whereby their character can be 
determined. The suggestion that all 
valuable medicines should be found in 
the Pharmacopoeia is, therefore, one 
that can not be adopted. 

A patented product might be an ex- 
ceptionally valuable remedy; but its 
owner may do as he pleases with it. 

All substances concerning whose 
identity, composition, or mode of man- 
ufacture there is any secrecy or con- 
cealment are also subject to variation 
and beyond verification. Any sub- 
stance whose production, use or sale is. 
subject to any form of exclusive right 
or control is not admissible to the 


Pharmacopoeia, for it may be one 


thing today and another tomorrow. 
Therapeutics must be rigidly kept 
out of the Pharmacopoeia. Medicinally 
active substances admitted to that code 
should be only such as may be recom- 
mended by physicians and surgeons, 
for the members of the medical profes- 
sion are the only persons whose spe- 
cial training and experience fit them 
to decide. Remedies of real value do 
not escape their attention. But a vote 
to admit or retain any substance in the 
Pharmacopoeia is simply a vote that 
said substance ought to be included 
among those for which specific defini- 
tions and standards are provided, a 
recognition of the physiological and 
medicinal activity of a substance is 
not an endorsement of its value, and 
the rule that therapeutics should be ex- 
cluded simply means that suggestions 
or advice as to how or for what pur- 
pose medicinal substances may be used 
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in the treatment of disease are foreign 
to the functions of a code of standards. 
-Medicinally inactive, purely pharma- 
ceutical materials required for the pro- 
duction of satisfactory preparations 
should be admitted to the Pharmaco- 
poeia upon the recommendation of 
pharmacists. | 

The rigid exclusion of therapeuti¢s 
from the Pharmacopoeia necessarily 
carries with it the omission of all ther- 
apeutic mixtures, whatever their prac- 
tical value may be. Mu£xtures, the 
medicinal action of which is produced 
by more than one distinct drug or 
chemical compound should not be 
found in. the Pharmacopoeia, because 
empiricism lowers its dignity and 
scientific character. | 

Unmixed chemical compounds can 
be not only defined and described, but 
identified by chemical tests, and their 
purity can be verified. Crude (natural) 


vegetable drugs can be defined and de- 


scribed in such a way that their iden- 
tity and quality may be verified, and 
many of the most important plant 
drugs can be assayed. The quality of 
simple preparations of plant drugs are 
somewhat regulated by the fact that 


the drugs themselves are defined and 


described by the prescribed methods 
of production, and it is quite practi- 
cable to furnish good descriptions and 
directions whereby they can be ex- 
amined to a very valuable extent for 
the purpose of determining their 
quality. 

But very few complex preparations 
or mixtures can be verified or con- 
trolled. 

The Pharmacopoeia should, there- 
fore, include only therapeutic simples, 
or, in other words, unmixed drugs and 
chemicals, and simple rational prepara- 
tions representing single active drugs, 
such as tinctures, fluid extracts, solid 
extracts, etc. 

The dominant consideration in de- 
ciding what substances should be in- 
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cluded in the Pharmacopoeia was for- 
merly the frequency of their employ- 
ment. Substances frequently called for 


at the drug stores, even if rarely or 


never prescribed by physicians, were 
generally included. Many ridiculous 
nostrums which had met with popular 
favor were admitted or retained in 
order that all druggists might furnish 
identical products. Many of them have 
suggestive common names, such as 
Hoffman’s Balm of Life, Mother’s 
Salve, Lady Webster’s Dinner Pills, 
Morrison’s Pills, Plummer’s Pills, 
Elixir of Long Life, The Prince’s 
Drops, Antiscorbutic Syrup, etc. Some 
of these mixtures contained in phar- 
macopoeias of the present day, contain 
from six to more than a dozen distinct 
active ingredients, and sometimes in- 
gredients which would never be ad- 
mitted except for the purpose of per- 
petuating the mixtures in whose com- 
position they enter. The result of the 
application of such rules today may be 
imagined. 

About ninety-five per cent of all the 
substances. now contained in all the 
national pharmacopoeias of the world 
are therapeutically single remedies. 
The Pharmacopoeia of the United 
States is no better and no worse. When 
it was proposed twenty years ago to 
eliminate from our Pharmacopoeia all 
the therapeutic mixtures it contained, 
the proposition received scant consid- 
eration. This result was to have been 
expected, because the idea was then 
new and radical. | . 

The differences between the Phar- 
macopoeia and the National Formulary 
should be as sharply defined as pos- 
sible, and each should have its own 
distinct functions. The new formulas 
for therapeutic mixtures contained in 
the Pharmacopoeia should be transfer- 
red to the Formulary, and the few 


therapeutic simples in the Formulary 


should be transferred to the Pharma- 
copoeia, if of sufficient importance. 
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All the vegetable drugs for which 
recognized titles, definitions and de- 
scriptions exist are those contained in 
the Pharmacopoeia. Nore are included 
in the Formulary. 

The Pharmacopoeia contains many 
chemica! compounds; the Formulary a 
small number which were discarded 
from the United States Pharmacopoeia. 

The Pharmacopoeia gives numerous 
tests of identity, purity and strength, 
and many processes of assay; the For- 
mulary none. 

It is confusing to have the fluid ex- 


tracts and tinctures divided between 


two books. | 
— It is confusing to be obliged to look 
into both books to find the formulas 
for mixtures. The Formulary should 
be what its title implies and nothing 
more. 

Finally, there is confusion concern- 
ing the legal force of each of the two 
books. It should be always remem- 
bered that legislative enactments are 
not final until tested in the courts, 
while court decisions do not require 
legislative confirmation. The legal au- 
thority of the Pharmacopoeia of the 
United States has been firmly estab- 
lished by being repeatedly upheld by 
the courts of record as having the 


force of “law common” for both inter- 


state and intrastate purposes long be- 
fore June 30, 1906. The Congress of 
the United States gave it statutory 
force by special enactment of the Food 
and Drugs Act of that date, but only in 
interstate commerce and in the terri- 
tories, so that the Act of June 30, 1906, 
added nothing to the legal authority of 
the Pharmacopoeia. 

Prior to June 30, 1906, the National 
Formulary as such had no legal au- 
thority, but by the Food and Drugs 
Act its formulas were declared to be 
standard formulas for the purposes of 
interstate commerce, but for no other 
purposes. Nevertheless, any person 
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selling any product as, or under the 


name of any preparation contained in 
the Formulary, would be held guilty of 


fraud or misbranding if the article sold 


is found not to be what it is repre- 


sented, because it is publicly well 
known what the N. F. preparation is | 


or should, and this decision would be 
given by any court, even if the Formu- 
lary had not been mentioned in the 
Food and Drugs Act. 


THE NECESSITY FOR STATE AND 
MUNICIPAL ACTIVITY IN THE 
PURIFICATION OF OUR 
DRUG SUPPLIES* 

By HH. Kegoy, M. D.

Association. 


The Federal food and drugs act has 
now been in operation long enough 
for the most important of its strong 
and weak points to have manifested 


themselves, and for others to be in-— 
' ferred. The time has come, too, when 


we can judge with some degree of 
certainty as to the general extent to 
which it will be able to accomplish the 
results intended in its enactment. That 


this ability is greatly overestimated by 


some who are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of State legislation is well 
known to the writer; that they are 
leaning upon a broken reed in thus 
trusting the guardianship of the ma- 
teria medica within their own states to 
the Federal administration, will be 
manifest to all who will consider the 
facts herein presented. | 
Two methods of operating are open 
to the Federal administrators of this 
law, and these must be considered to- 
gether in estimating their effective- 
ness. They are (1) inspection and 
possible rejection of drugs offered for 
import, and (2) inspection and possible 
condemnation of drugs in interstate 
commerce, with punishment of those 


guilty of violating the law.

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Port inspection of drugs is shared 
by the treasury and agricultural de- 
partments. The number of ports at 
which the latter department is not 
represented is far larger than that of 


those at which it has representation.’ 


Although the more important ports, 
representing most of the importations, 
are thus guarded, it need hardly be 
said that the others can be utilized at 
any time. The treasury officials sta- 
tioned at most of these ports have lit- 
tle or no practical knowledge of drugs. 
It is true that even under these condi- 
tions the government is not entirely 


helpless, since understandings and ar-_ 


rangements are possible for at least 
partially providing for emergencies. 
Nevertheless, it would be unreasonable 
to claim that the importation of fraud- 
ulent drugs at these unprotected ports 
is not possible, even if we assume that 
the treasury department does all in its 
power to guard against such acts. 

A more effective influence than 
either of the above lies in the inability 
to exclude fraudulent importations at 
the best protected ports, where there 
is the most skilled service, and where 
every possible effort is made to do so. 
It must be remembered that the treas- 
ury department alone has the right to 
condemn and reject an importation, 
the function of the department of agri- 
culture being only advisory; also that 
the knowledge necessary to a correct 
judgment of the quality exists among 
the lower officials, while the power of 
decision rests with the heads, where 
there is little of such knowledge. Upon 
the condemnation of an importation, 
a protest is usually made by the im- 
porter, and a hearing is given. 
case is important, counsel may be, and 
in very many cases is employed, and 
witnesses called. In such cases the 
counsel for the importer is usually an 
expert in this class of cases, and he 
may succeed in winning a victory not 


If the 
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Outside wit-

testify for the importer than for the 
government, even though the facts do 
not justify it. 


justified by the facts. 


It is obvious that more or less im- 
proper material may be expected to 
gain entrance through the influences 
above ctted. That they actually do so 
will be shown further on. Such cases 


are, however, infrequent and unimport- 


ant in comparison with a totally dif- 
ferent class, in which there is neither 
violation nor evasion of the law, and 
in which the government’s officials 
must remain wholly inactive while 
they see shipments passing into com- 
merce which are to be used for the 
most improper purposes and for the 
most serious pollution of the materia 
medica of the cities or states in which 
they are to be used. Most of our phar- 
macists are now familiar with the fact 
that after the importation of powdered 
drugs adulterated with ground olive 
pits had been stopped by the rigid ap- 
plication of the law, this adulterating 
material was openly imported under 
its own name. Although no doubt ex- 
isted as to the fraudulent use that was 
to be made of the article, a conviction 
that was subsequently justified by 
finding. it, in interstate commerce, in 
the goods of the importing house, 
there was no law by which it was pos- 
sible to refuse it entry. 


This case illustrates a method by 
which provision for domestic adultera- 
tion on an extensive scale can be and is 
regularly employed. There is no legal 
provision under which entry can be 
denied to many adulterating sub- 
stances, no matter how certain the cus- 
toms officials may be of their intended 
use. It is illegal to sell senna siftings 


under the name of senna, but many 
tons of this article are regularly im- 
ported, consisting to the extent of fifty 
per cent or more of sand, stick, seeds 
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and other impurities. It can not be 
excluded, since it may be employed in 
proper ways, yet what it is usually to 
be employed for is to be sold in inter- 
state and intrastate commerce as “Sen- 
na, U.S. P.” It may even be offered 
for import under the latter name and 
when held up, passed by the mere 
changing of the label so as to state its 
real name, the former being afterward 
restored. Long buchu and spurious 


buchu may be stopped under the name 


of buchu, but if offered under their 
real names must be accepted, as they 
might have uses for flavoring or dis- 
tillation, which are entirely proper. 
Cubebs must be deprived of their 
stalks before being used medicinally, 
but they, or those too old for medicinal 
preparations, may be wanted for the 
distillation of their oil, and must be 
admitted if correctly labeled. 


Assuming now, that it were practic- 
able and easy to exclude all of this 
sophisticating material, what difficulty 
would there be in securing an abund- 
ance of it, of domestic production? Are 
not olive stones freed in this country 
in unlimited amount? Do not chest- 
nut and oak leaves abound for who- 
ever will pluck them? Are not cubeb 
stalks, fresh and exhausted, a trouble- 
some refuse in many establishments? 
Does not each year see an ample sup- 
ply of damaged and worthless flour 
result from accident in this country, 
and are not corncobs and the waste 
from oilseeds and grain mills to be 
had anywhere? And what of the large 
number of indigenous drugs, which 
undergo no frontier inspection what- 
ever? 


For all this class of sophisticated 
products the Federal government has 
but one mode of treatment, that of 
interstate inspection, through the force 
of the department of agriculture, and 
we may now inquire into the efficiency 
of this provision. 


The enormous extent of the terri- 
tory to be covered demands a corre- 
spondingly large force of inspectors 
and chemical and microscopical ex- 
perts, with ample funds to meet the 
necessarily heavy expenses. So far 


from possessing such a force, that of — 


the department is almost ludicrously 
small. This insufficiency is partly due 
to insufficiency in the supply of prop- 
erly educated and trained candidates, 


but more to the failure of the depart- | 


ment to offer reasonable inducements 
to engage in the service. 


And so it happens that the work of 
securing samples must be very incom- 
plete, that convictions will too often 
fail, and that the restriction of fraud 
will be more of a moral than a com- 
pulsory result. That such restriction 
has resulted to a very marked extent, 


in spite of all adverse conditions, is a 
matter of historical record. ‘That the - 


result is not adequate or satisfactory 
is equally apparent to all who are ac- 
quainted with the facts. 


One more unprotected opening for 
fraudulent operations requires atten- 
tion, namely, that of intrastate com- 
merce. It is notorious that the manu- 
facture of adulterated articles within 


or near the city of New York, for sale 


and consumption within the city limits, 
constitutes a vast and exceedingly 
profitable industry. There can be no 
question that it exists to a correspond- 
ing extent in other cities. If possible 
within a city, how much more so with- 
in a state. That the shipments into 
states of material for admixture, of 
containers, wrappers and labels to be 
fraudulently used upon arrival, is go- 
ing On upon an extensive scale is well 


‘known. It is only recently that an 


official, appointed in Hoboken osten- 
sibly to check these operations, was 
hustled out upon the first indication of 
a “pernicious activity” in this direc- 
tion. Dr. L. F. Kebler has reported 
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how he was informed upon inquiring 
about an adulterating material which 
he found in a certain establishment, 
without the slightest reservation or 
circumlocution, that it was to be used 
for adulterating, and that all Federal 
officials were expected to keep from 
interfering where they had no juris- 
diction. Quite aside from considera- 
tions of substitution or adulteration, 
what a field is here for dilution or 
shortage of active constituents in prep- 
arations.. 

Is anything here wanting to a con- 
clusive proof that any state that fails 
to legislate regarding pure and effec- 
tive drugs, or properly to provide for 
the administration of such legislative 
acts, can, and is to a greater or less 
extent likely to be made the receptacle 
for the refuse materials that are ex- 
cluded by its wiser and _ worthier 
sisters? 


Let us next consider specifically 


some of the fraudulent operations now 
being actively conducted under the 
conditions discussed above. 


Sarsaparilla——The rhizomes of this 


drug—‘‘butts” as they are known to the 
trade—are directed to be removed and 
rejected, yet not only are they com- 
monly ground with the roots, but there 
is a regular trade in the rhizomes 
alone, the roots having been removed 
and used for standard preparations, 
and the butts sold to unscrupulous 
dealers. 


Colocynth.—The Pharmacopoeia re- 
quires that the seed be removed and 
rejected before the pulp is ground, yet 
the custom of grinding all together 
is not uncommon, and in many cases 
the seed rejected by one house will be 


ground separately and sold for colo- 


cynth by another. 


Henbane.—These leaves are very 
frequently contaminated with twenty- 
five per cent or more of sand, and are 
ground in this condition. The same is 


true of senna, dandelion, anise and 

other drugs. | 
Spurious Coto.—Very little of the 

coto bark or Para coto bark sold in 


this country, in either the whole or 


powdered form, is genuine. 


Whisky.—The law requires that 
anything sold under a name recognized 
in the Pharmacopoeia must conform to 
the standards of purity, quality and 
strength there laid down. The Phar- 
macopoeia requires that whisky be dis- 
tilled from the mash of grains, that it 
contain a stated percentage of alcohol 
and be at least four years old. The 
recent decision of the Referee Board 
regarding this substance therefore has 
no bearing on the article when sold as 
a drug or medicine, yet advantage is 
taken of it by concerns engaged in pur- 
veying whisky for the sick, and a large 
part of that which is sold by pharma- 
cists is fictitious. 


Scammony.—Very little real scam- 
mony is now dispensed when that sub- 
stance is prescribed. he Pharmaco- 
poeia requires that this article shall 
be obtained from the living root in 
Asia Minor, the only place where the 
plant grows. ‘There is a huge tuber 
in Mexico that did duty a generation 
ago under the name of “male jalap” 
for the substitution of genuine jalap, 
and largely through the efforts of Pro- 
fessor Maisch, was discredited and 
cast out. This is now masquerading 
again as “Mexican scammony,” and 
from it is extracted the substance now 
generally supplied as scammony. _ 


It is safe to say that if the intelligent 
citizens of any state, or their medical 
guardians, were fully aware of these 
facts, and of very many others which 
might be set forth, they would desire 
and demand legal protection against 
such dangers. This being true, it is 
held that the pharmaceutical advisers 
of any legislature are false to their 
trust if they neglect to secure the in- 
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corporation into the statutes of ap- 
propriate safeguards, and the estab- 


lishment of adequate means for their 
application. 


A PRELIMINARY REPORT ON THE 
ANALYSIS OF THE SEEDS OF 
SIMMONDSIA CALIFORNICA*'

In Henderson’s Handbook of Plants, 
Simmondsia California is described as 
a small, hardy, evergreen, much- 
branched shrub, belonging to the Eu- 


phorbiaceae. It is the only described 


species of Simmondsia, a genus named 
in 1805 in memory of F. W. Simmonds, 
a botanist. 

The plant grows abundantly in 
Southern California, especially in the 


vicinity of San Diego, not in the popu- 


lated regions, but in the dry, sandy 
desert portions of the country. It 
grows also in Arizona, in Mexico, and 
very often is found near the Indian 
reservations. It is said the Indians 
eat the seeds like almonds, but Sim- 
mondsia seeds frequently cause pur- 
ging. 

_Mr. J. B. S. Norton, in Bailey’s Cy- 
clopedia of American Horticulture, 
says: “The plant is sometimes cul- 
tivated for the oil of the seeds, which 


is used as a hair tonic.” s 


Davy in the’ University of Cali- 
fornia Agriculture Report (1902-1903), 
mentions an analysis made by the 
French government, in which 48.3 per 
cent of fatty matter was obtained. Un- 
fortunately no other reference to this 
analysis can be found. 

The seeds analyzed were sent by 


Mr. H. H. Gird from San Diego. They © 


were about 12 mm. in length and 8 
mm. thick; externally reddish-brown, 
longitudinally wrinkled. The base of 
the seed was often covered with num- 
erous very fine silky hairs producing 
a grayish appearance. Internally, the 
seed was whitish and oily. The testa 


was comparatively thin. There was 
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no odor, but a bland, fatty taste, after- 
wards slightly acrid. The average 
weight of the seeds was .50 grammes. 
Of this about 12.69 per cent was testa, 


and 87.30 per cent was kernel. The 


seeds contained 7.24 per cent moisture. 


Some simple qualitative tests were 


made. <A few of the bruised seeds 


were boiled with water. While boil- 
ing, no decided odor was noted. This 
aqueous solution was filtered, and the 


cooled filtrate was tested for starch, 


by adding a few drops of iodine test- 


solution, and for glucose, by heating © 


with Fehlings. Both these _ tests 
proved negative—a reddish brown be- 


ing given with the Iodine solution, and | 
no reduction of copper oxide with 


Fehlings; thus proving the absence 
of starch and glucose in the aqueous 
solution. 

A few seeds, bruised, were treated 
with boiling 95 per cent alcohol. The 


light yellow solution was filtered and 


evaporated spontaneously, the residue 
being a lemon-yellow oily mass. As 
the liquid became more concentrated, 
yellow oil globules separated, and 
floated on the surface. The evapor- 
ated residue was dissolved in a very 
little 95 per cent alcohol. This solu- 
tion clouded upon the addition of 
water; the cloudiness, no doubt being 
caused by the presence of a fixed oil 
soluble in alcohol, or by a minute 
quantity of a resinous substance. 


An alcoholic solution of the seeds 


was tested for tannin with Ferric 


chloride test solution and hydrochloric 
acid. No color reaction was given, 
proving the absence of tannin. Upon 


ignition the seeds gave 2 per cent of 
-a light colored ash, of which 1.2 per 


cent was soluble in water. The analy- 
sis of the seeds was based principally 
upon Dragendorff’s method for plant 
analysis. 

Fifteen grammes of the finely 
crushed seeds were extracted in a 
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Soxhlet tube with a mixture of equal 
volumes of ether and chloroform. This 
ether-chloroform solution might con- 
tain alkaloids, glucosides, free organic 
acids, chlorophyll, resins, fixed oils, 
fats, waxes, camphors, or volatile oils. 
It was distilled till the volume was 
reduced about one-half, then cautious- 
ly evaporated upon a water-bath. The 
solution was yellow at first but soon 
changed to orange, then to brown. The 
residue was a brownish fatty mass, and 
weighed 7.20 grammes. Therefore, 48 
per cent of the seed was soluble in a 
mixture of equal volumes of chloro- 
form and ether. Upon shaking this 
residue in water, evaporating again, 
heating to a constant weight, it 
weighed 6.998 grammes, a difference 
of .200 grammes or 1.333 per cent of 
volatile extract, probably some volatile 
fatty principle. The residue was 
treated with a moderate quantity of 
warm water. ‘The solution when cold 
was filtered and the filtrate tested for 
alkaloids and glucosides. The respec- 
tive tests gave negative results; thus 
proving the absence of alkaloids and 
glucosides. No volatile alkaloids were 
detected. The brown residue seemed 
completely insoluble in water. It was 
removed from the filter by equal vol- 
umes of ether and chloroform, and ag- 
itated with warm very dilute hydro- 
chloric acid. The _ solutions were 
separated by means of a separating 
funnel and the acid solution was 
tested for alkaloids. No precipitate 
was given with Mayer’s reagent (solu- 
tion of potassium and mercuric iodide), 
nor with a solution of platinic chloride. 
The solution did not reduce Fehlings. 

The ether-chloroformic solution in 
the separating funnel was evaporated 
to dryness and the residue was treated 
with several portions of cold 95 per 
cent alcohol. This yellow alcoholic 
solution might contain camphors, re- 
sins, chlorophyll and fixed oils. There 


vesicating principle. 
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was no characteristic odor. While 
the solution was evaporating, reddish- 
brown oil globules separated. The 
evaporated residue consisted of a 
thick, reddish - brown oil, which 
weighed .gio grammes or 6.06 per cent. 
It had a disagreeable, bitter taste, but 
no decided odor. It was a thick, vis- 
cid liquid, and at 16°C showed a spec- 
ific gravity of .9625. When obtained 
by moderate heat, as was done in the 
qualitative test, the oil was lighter in 
color, inclined to be more yellow; but 
when a higher temperature was used 
as in the evaporation of the ethereal 
solution, a darker oil was produced. 
It caused no irritation when applied to 
the skin, proving the absence of any 
It gave no re- 
action with litmus paper, previously 
moistened with alcohol, other than a 
brownish color. It was soluble in 


ether, chloroform, carbon-disulphide, 


oil of turpentine, glacial acetic acid, 
absolute alcohol, and in certain pro- 
portion of 95 per cent alcohol. It was 
not soluble in 46 per cent acetic acid. 
Without doubt the above percentage 
of oil is low, as a larger amount would 
be soluble in absolute alcohol. This 
was proven by subsequent tests. How- 
ever, 6.06 per cent was the amount 
extracted by 95 per cent alcohol. It 
can be saponified. When exposed to 
the air it partook of the nature of a 
semi-drying oil. When an equal vol- 
ume of concentrated nitric acid was 
added, no elaiden was formed even af- 
ter a number of days. Mr. Davy says 
the oil congeals at 5°C. ‘The last ex- 
traction was made with hot alcohol, 
filtered when cool. A _ very small 
amount of a white wax-like substance 
remained upon the filter. 

The brown residue might consist of 
fixed oils, fats, and wax. It weighed 
6.4318 grammes, corresponding to 42- 
.87 per cent, and melted at 36°C. It 
had a faint, mild odor, bland oily taste, 
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afterward nauseous. In consistency, 
it resembled cocoa butter, probably 
a little softer. It was insoluble in 
water and alcohol, but soluble in ether, 
chloroform and carbon-disulphide and 
could be saponified. An attempt to 
separate any fatty acids proved unsuc- 
cessful, though it is believed that they 
are present. 

After extraction with chloroform 
and ether the residue in the Soxhlet 
tube was dried at 100°C. and extracted 
with 95 per cent alcohol. The light 
colored solution was concentrated to 
small bulk, so that any crystalline sub- 
stance could separate and be de- 
tected. No crystalline substance sep- 
arated. The evaporated alcoholic ex- 
tract was light yellowish brown, ex- 
ceedingly bitter, and weighed .410 
ems. Of this .390 gms. or 92.8 per 
cent was soluble in water. 
solving a little of the extract in water 
and testing with Fehlings, a copious 
red precipitate showed the glucose re- 
action. Whether this was due to the 
presence of a glucoside could not be 
decided. The exceedingly bitter taste 
points to the presence of some bitter 
principle. 


The residue from the alcoholic ex- 


traction was dried, then extracted with 


cold water. A thick mucilaginous 
solution resulted. When shaken it be- 
came frothy. This solution might 
contain soluble albuminoids and gum. 
The total solid matter determined by 
evaporating, weighed .850 grammes, or 
11.503 per cent. 


The evaporated aqueous extract was 
of a very light brown color and upon 
ignition gave .20 gms. of light gray 
ash. 

The solution when tested with 
Iodine test solution gave a reddish- 
brown reaction, showing the absence 
of any soluble starch. A solution of 


ainmonia oxalate gave no precipitate 


with the aqueous solution. There- 


Upon dis- 
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fore, calcium which would be in form 
of calcium arabinate was absent. 
Dilute hydrochloric gave no gelatin- 
ous precipitate, showing the absence of 
pectin or pectic acid. It might be that 
the solution was too dilute to show 
these tests. 
curic chloride gaveacopious precipitate. 
Heating produced coagulation. These 
tests shows the presence of albumen. 
Upon the addition of warm nitric acid, 


a yellow color was produced, changing 


to orange, upon adding ammonia 
water. 

Picric acid solution gave a copious 
precipitate. Some of the evaporated 
residue was heated with Millon’s rea- 
gent (solution of mercuric nitrate). A 


red color was produced. 


A. Kjeldahl estimation was made up- 
on .554 grammes of the ground seed. 
The amount of nitrogen was .o1134 
grammes, and this multiplied by 6.25 
gave .O7OQI grammes, or 12.79 per cent 
of albumen. As no starch was found 
by previous tests, the dried residue 
was not extracted with dilute acid. 
This process is mainly for starch es- 
timation. 


The residue was boiled with a two 
per cent solution of caustic soda, then 
filtered through linen. To this solu- 
tion a slight excess of hydrochloric 
was added. No precipitation occurred, 
showing the absence of albuminous 
matters. 


The residue upon the filter was 
washed successively with hot water, 


alcohol and ether, then dried at 110°C. 


treated with dilute bromine water and 
ammonia. ‘This solution was filtered 
and tested for lignin. The residue 
represents cellulose in the seed. 


A microscopical examination of the 
seed showed the testa to consist of an 
epidermal layer of large, somewhat 
rectangular, reddish-brown cells, a hy- 
podermal layer of rather thin-walled 
parenchyma, a layer of more elongated 


A test solution of mer- 
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parenchyma, and an inner layer of 
elongated cells with brownish-red col- 
oring matter. A few fibrovascular 
bundles could be seen between the last 
two layers. When phloroglucin and 
hydrochloric acid were added, they 
were the only tissue which responded 
to the test, becoming a bright red col- 
or. These bundles are made up of 
spiral and reticulate ducts. 

The kernel of the seed is composed 
of rather large parenchyma cells, com- 
pletely filled with oil, granular proteid 
material and fat. When treated with 
concentrated nitric acid, then with am- 
monia water, numerous yellow masses 
could be seen within the cell, showing 
the presence of albuminous substan- 
ces. The oil globules were dissolved 
upon the addition of either alcohol, 
ether or chloroform. A solution of 
chlor-iodide of zinc produced a red- 
dish-brown, indicating proteid matter, 
but no starch. A solution of ferric 
chloride did not produce any greenish 
or black coloration, showing the ab- 
sence of tannin in the cells. 

When mounted in glycerine, aleuron 
grains were seen, proving the presence 
of proteid substance. 


In many Euphorbiaceous seeds the 
purgative property is due to proteid 
substances; in Ricinus Commuanis, 


ricin; and in Croton Tighum, crotin. 


Both these proteids are typical toxins 
and exceedingly poisonous. It is said 
that 1/2000 of a grain of ricin is fatal 
to man. Crotin is less poisonous. 
They also have the power to produce 
antitoxins. Consequently an immun- 
ity can be established. 


It is probable that the medicinal 
property of Simmondsia seeds may be 
attributed to some proteid very sim- 
ilar to ricin or crotin. 


To sum up this analysis, the seeds 


of Simmondsia California may be said 
to consist chiefly of fixed oil 6.06 per 


Kjeldahl estimation was 
cent. 
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cent, fat 42.87 per cent, and proteids 
I2.97 per cent. 

_ The fixed oil was a thick, viscid, 
yellow or reddish-brown liquid, the 
color depending upon the temperature 
used in its extraction. At 16°C., it 
showed a specific gravity of .9625. In 
solubility it resembled other Euphor- 
biaceous oils, being soluble in absolute 
alcohol, in glacial acetic acid, and in 


oil of turpentine. It possessed no vesi- 


cating principle like Croton oil. 
When exposed to the air, it partook 
of the nature of a semi-drying oil. 

The brown mass which heretofore 
has been called merely fat, may also 
be termed fixed oil, resembling Oil of 
Theobroma in consistency, and melt- 
ing at 26°C. It hada fait nild 
odor, bland, afterward nauseous taste. 
Proteid substances as shown by the 
12.79 per 
Whether a proteid, a poisonous 
toxin as found in Ricinus Communis 
is present is yet to be decided by fu- 
ture work. 


Whether the exceedingly bitter 


taste of the evaporated alcoholic ex- 


tract, an aqueous solution of which 
reduced Fehlings, giving a very de- 
cided reaction, is due to the presence 
of some valuable medicinal principle 
is still open to investigation.

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THE DRUGGIST AND THE NEWER 
BIOLOGICS 
By Chas. M. Twining. 


In this paper I am not going to en- 
ter into the history of the original 
work on the Tuberculins and Bacterial 
Vaccines nor am I| going to enter very 
deeply into a description of the mak- 
ing of these biologics for I know that 
the busy pharmacist has neither the 
time nor the inclination to listen to the 
details of manufacture which are not 
at all necessary to him in his business; 
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rather I am going to take these mat- 
ters up from the standpoint of the 
pharmacist who wants to know clearly 
and concisely just what it is neces- 
sary for him to know to handle this 
line intelligently. _ 

First I am going to take up the Tu- 
berculins. Of these there are many, 
but the following ones are the most 
important and the only ones of inter- 
est to the pharmacist: Tuberculin O. 
T. or “old”; Tuberculin B. F. or Bouil- 
lon Filtrate; Tuberculin T. R. or Tu- 
bercle Residue and Tuberculin B. E. 
or Bacillen Emulsion. 

The old tuberculin or Tuberculin O. 


T. was the first tuberculin made by 


Koch, and as many pharmacists re- 
member was the one which aroused 
the hopes of the entire world as a 
possible cure for Tuberculosis and 
then plunged it into despair because, 
on account of the large dosage, the 
treatment did more harm than good. 
This tuberculin is made by growing 
the tubercle bacilli upon the surface of 
flasks of beef bouillon containing a 
small amount: of glycerine, for from 4 
to 8 weeks, then killing the bacilli by 
putting the flasks in a steam sterilizer 
and steaming them. The bacilli are 
then filtered out, leaving the filtrate 
free from the organisms. This is con- 
centrated in a water bath to 1/1oth 
its original volume. The amount of 
glycerine increases proportionately 10 
times, due to the evaporation of the 
bouillon and_ preserves the finished 
product. 
Tuberculin B. F. or Bouillon Fil- 
trate (sometimes called ‘“Tuberculin 
Denys,” after the name of the origin- 
ator) is made by growing the organ- 
ism in the same way as for O. T., but 
it is filtered through a _ Berkefeld 
(germ-proof) filter, which removes all 
the germ life and to preserve the fl- 
trate a small amount of trikresol or 
carbolic acid is added. You will see 
that the difference between these two 
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lies in the fact that the O. T. is much 
more concentrated than B. F. It was 
claimed by Denys that heating the tu- 
berculin destroyed some of the delicate 
immunizing substances (in the tuber- 
culin), which led him to devise the 
use of filtration instead of heat to elim- 
inate the bacilli. | 

Tuberculin T. R. or Tubercle Resi- | 
due, is quite a different preparation 
from the above tuberculins and is what 
is sometimes termed Tubercle Vac- 
cine. In this preparation the live tu- 
bercle bacilli are thoroughly washed 
to eliminate the toxin contained in the 
bouillon and then dried. These dried 
bacilli are then ground by special ma- 
chinery until the cell is disintegrated 
or extinguished. This is suspended 
in sterile water, centrifugal, the super- 
natant liquid discarded, the residue 
dried, ground again and centrifuged, 
the subsequent supernatant liquid be-- 
ing reserved, this process being kept 
up until all the residue is in suspen- 
sion. The finished product is suspen- 
ded in 20 per cent glycerine and 1s 
standardized to contain 2 Mg. solid 
residue per c.c. 

Tuberculin B.E. is made by practically 
the same process except that none of the 
superantant fluid is discarded and the 
suspension is made in 50 per cent glyc- 
erine and standardized to contain 5 
Mg. solid matter per c. c. 

Here I have briefly outlined the pro- 
cesses used in making these tubercu- 
lins and if you will notice, the first 
two are the toxins or poisons made by 
the bacilli in their growth on culture 
media and contain no cell substance, 
while the last two are the direct op- 
posite in that they are the cell sub- 
stance itself. 

Now when a physician treats a pa- 
tient with tuberculin he must com- 
mence with a dose so small that it will 
cause no untoward results, and to do 
this he must greatly dilute this con- 
centrated tuberculin (I say concen- 
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trated, to distinguish it from the dilu- 
tion). This can be illustrated by the 
statement that the opening dose of 
Tuberculin O. T. is 1/1000 milligrams, 
or to make it plain 1 c. c. of Tuberculin 
O. T. properly diluted will make 1/1,- 
000,000 (one million) commencing 
doses. You will see that it requires 
some work and care to prepare the var- 
ious dilutions. 

The most convenient form for use 
is the serial dilutions, which are ar- 
ranged in sets of either 5 or 6 bot- 
tles, and the strongest of which is a 


Io per cent solution of the original 


concentrated tuberculin. The next 


dilution is a IO per cent solution of 
the first dilution and each succeeding 


one is just 1/10th of the one preceding 
it. The serial dilutions of O. T. and 


-B. F. consist of 5 bottles containing 


1/toth, 1/1o0o0th, 1/1oooth, 1/10000th 
and 1/100,000 gramme per c. c. of the 
tuberculin in physiologic salt solution 
containing .4 per cent of trikresol. 

The serial dilutions of T. R. and B. 
FE., on account of the necessity of com- 
mencing with a smaller dose, number 
6 bottles, the extra bottle being a dilu- 
tion containing 1/1,000,000 gramm 
per c. c. 

When a patient is placed under 
treatment the initial dose is given, 
then ifnoreactionis obtained, as should 
bethe case, the dose is increased by giv- 
ing moreand moreuntilaslight reaction 
is obtained, then the amount given de- 
pends altogether upon how the pa- 
tient stands it. When a dose of I c. 
c. is reached then it equals I/I0 c. c. 
of the next higher strength dilution, 
and there is no sudden increase of dos- 
age, simply a gradual increase in 
strength until the maximum is 
reached. 

Sometimes physicians want these 
dilutions made up fresh and it is here 
that the pharmacist may increase his 


prestige with these physicians by doing 


this work for them. I cannot say that 
doing this work is very alluring from 
a financial standpoint, but I do think 
that if your physicians insisted upon 
strictly fresh dilutions, doing this for 
them may well repay you for the time 
and trouble, by bringing prescriptions 
and. other business to your store 
through the reciprocation of the phy- 
sician. 

Diluting tuberculin requires care, as 
it must be looked upon as an extreme- 
ly poisonous substance, but after once 
getting familiar with the details it is 
very easy. ‘The outfit for making 


small quantities of dilutions would re- 


quire very little outlay and should any 
of you who are not familiar with the 
work like to go into it more thorough- 
ly I will be very glad to explain in — 
detail the necessary instruments and 
method of procedure. | 

‘So far I have only referred to the 
tuberculins for therapeutic use in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. Now I will 
take briefly the various forms 
of exhibiting tuberculin as a 
diagnostic; that is, the forms in 
which it is used for determining 
whether a person is tuberculous or not. 
At the start I would say that all these 
diagnostics, except the Detre differen- 
tial test, are made up from Tuberculin 
O. T. and differ only in the method of 
conveying the tuberculin. In the 
case of the Ophthalmic or Calmette re- 
action used in the eye, the tuberculin 
is prepared by precipitating with al- 
cohol. This precipitate is dried and 
made into a one per cent solution in 
sterile distilled water or salt solution, 
and placed in capillary pipettes ready 
for use, or it is made into discs, each 
containing enough for one test. This 
test is made by dropping the solution 
into one eye, using the other as a con- 
trol. | 

The Thermal reaction is a dilution 
of Tuberculin O. T. containing one 
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milligram per c. c. and is intended for 
subcutaneous inoculation. This comes 
in bottles containing about 8 c. c. 


The Cutaneous or Von Pirquet’s 


test is a 25 per cent solution of Tu- 
berculin O. T. and is applied by 
scratching the skin very much the 


Same as is done in applying Vaccine | 


Virus. This is supplied in a capillary 
pipette ready to use, and is simply 
dropped upon the scratch and absorbed 
in this way. 

The Percutaneous test is an oint- 
ment made up of 50 per cent each Tu- 
berculin O. T.and Lanolin, and is used 
by rubbing a small amount upon the 
intact skin usually upon the breast. 
This is supplied in capsules, each con- 
taining enough for one test or in small 


collapsible tubes containing several 


tests. 


The Detre differential test is made 
up of three different kind: of tubercu- 


lin as follows: Tuberculin O. T., Tu- 
berculin B. F. (made from human tu- 
-bercle bacilli), and Tuberculin B. F., 


(made from Bovine tubercle bacilli.) 


This is used by making three separate 


scratches upon the skin. Into one 
scratch is applied O. T., to the second, 
B. F. Human, and to the third, B. F. 
Bovine, and upon the resulting reac- 
tion is based the conclusions as to 
whether the individual is infected with 
bacilli of the human or of the bovine 
type. This test is supplied in pack- 
ages containing one test (one tube of 
each tuberculin). 

I have here given you a description 


of the tuberculins of most import- 


ance, as briefly as possible, and now | 
want to explain a few things that 
seem to bother some _ pharmacists, 
which is not at all surprising because 
of the many different kinds of tuber- 
culins and the confusion of terms ap- 


plied to them. 

Tuberculin O. T. or Tuberculin T. O. 
(commercially, Tuberculin old, or Tuber- 
culin original) all mean the same kind.

Tuberculin B.F. (Bouillon Filtrate) and 
Tuberculin Denys, are the same. Denys 
originated this form. 


Tuberculin T. R. (Tubercle Residue) © 


New Tuberculin or Koch’s New Tuberculin, 
are the same. This is sometimes termed 
Tubercle Vaccine. 

Tuberculin B. E. (Baccillen Emulsion) 


fortunately has only one name in common. 


use. 

- The Ophthalmic reaction, Calmette’s re- 
action or rarely Wolff-Eisner Reaction are 
the same. 

The Cutaneous reaction, Von Pirquet’s 
reaction sometimes “skin reaction” are the 
same, the latter is not scientific nor very 
definite, don’t use it. 

The Percutaneous Reaction, Moro’s Re- 
action, Tuberculin Ointment and Inunction 
Test are all the same. Don’t confuse it 
with cutaneous test. 


- There are a number of other tuber- 
culins being used with more or less 


satisfactory results but I believe I have 


named about all you will have to deal 
with for a while. 

The Bacterial Vaccines are among 
the newer biologic products. I will 
briefly explain the method of making 
them. 

As Gonococcic Vaccine is an excel- 


lent type and has given more promise 


of good results than perhaps any 
other bacterial vaccine, I will take this 
as an example. 

First the gonococcus must be ob- 
tained from a case of gonococcic in- 
fection, usually from a specimen of 
pus, and as there are often other or- 
ganisms contaminating it, the gono- 
coccus must be separated out in pure 
culture. This done, it is grown on a 
special media made from human blood 
serum and beef bouillon solidified by 
agar agar (a sea weed which solidifies 
like gelatin, but liquifies at a higher 
temperature). By “planting” the 
gonococcus upon the surface of the 
media contained in test tubes and 
placing it in an incubator, it multiplies 
rapidly just as it does in acute cases in 
the human body. After it has been in- 
cubated for several hours the gono- 
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cocci are washed off the media with 
physiologic salt solution and well 
shaken to break up the clumps of cells. 
This is then our bacterial suspension, 
and to standardize it we must get a 
count of how many gonococci there 
are in each cubic centimeter. I won't 
go into detail about the counting here 
except to say that by taking exactly 
equal quantities of this suspension and 


of human blood, and examining the 


mixture under the microscope, we get 
the number of organisms in compar- 
ison with the number of blood corpus- 
cles, and as we already know the num- 


ber of blood corpuscles in a given 


quantity of blood, we can arrive at a 
close estimate of the number of gono- 
cocci by the proportion of bacterial 
cells as compared with the blood cor- 
puscles. 


After the count the suspension is 


diluted with physiologic salt solution, 
containing a small amount of trikresol, 
so that a definite number of gonococci 
will be contained in each c. c. of the 
finished product. It is then sterilized 
at 60° centigrade for one hour to kill 
all germ life. 


In the case of Gonococcic Vaccine 


-each c. c. contains 50,000,000 (50 mil- 


lion) gonococci. 


There are a number of other bac- 
terial vaccines which have given good 
results, the most important of which 
‘are Staphylococcic, containing 500,- 
000,000 cocci per c. c.; Streptococcic, 
containing 50,000,000 cocci per c. ¢.; 
Coli, containing 500,000,000 bacilli per 


c.c.; and Typhoid Vaccine, containing 


I,000,000,000 bacilli per c. c.; the first 
three of these are used in treatment of 
their respective infections and the Ty- 
phoid Vaccine as a prophylactic. The 
latter vaccine is now being used quite 
extensively in the U. S. army as a 
means of immunizing the soldiers 
against typhoid fever. The number 
of bacteria per c. c. varies with the 
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different manufacturers but those 
standardized to contain the number 
mentioned here are the most suitable. 

All the Bacterial Vaccines are put up 
in bottles holding 1 c. c. and for com- 
mercial purposes they are packed four 
bottles to the package. They may also 
be obtained singly. 

Antigonococcic Serum is one of the 
newer biologics which has been used 
with some success in the treatment of 
certain forms of gonococcic infection. It 
is supplied in bulbs containing 2 c. c., 
3 bulbs in each package. The other 
serums, more or less new, of little im- 
portance to the pharmacist as yet, are 
Antityphoid, made either as an antitoxic 
serum directed against the toxin or poti- 
son produced by the typhoid bacillus, or 
an antibacterial serum made by immun- 
izing horses by injections of live typhoid 
bacilli, and which when used, is directed 
against the typhoid bacilli: causing the 
disease. The results from Antityphoid 
Serum have been disappointing. 

While not new, Antipneumococcic 
Serum is not yet so well known that all 
pharmacists are familiar with it. The 
serum is made by much the same process 
as is employed in making Antistrepto- 
coccic Serum. A healthy horse is in- 
oculated first withthe dead pneumococcus 
(killed by heating) ,then later by gradual- 


ly increasing quantities of the live germ. 


This is supplied in very much the same 
way as Antistreptococcic Serum, in syr- 


-inges or bulbs, holding 10 c. c. of serum. 


Antidysenteric Serum is made much the 
same way from the Bacillus Dysenteriae. 


Antistaphylococcie, Anticoli, Anti- 
venomous, Antiplague and Antitubercle 
Serums are made. Some are on the mar- 
ket, others only experimental. The 
Hay Fever Serum and the Antimeningi- 
coccic Serums are being used with con- 
siderable success. is 


The Antimeningicoccic Serum, pre- 
pared by Flexner of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for medical research, has given 
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some excellent results, but this is not - 


a commercial product and can be ob- 
tained by physicians only through the 
Institute or its agents. 

Every pharmacist should make it a 
duty to inform himself fully upon such 
points regarding these newer products 
as will make him equal to explaining 
the questions usually asked of him and 


which will place him in a position where 
he- can both buy and sell all of them 


intelligently. The pharmacist should 


be a professional man of equal stand-- 


ing with the physician and he should 
know the nature of the goods he sells 
just as a physician knows the anatomy 
of the patient he treats. 

The best pharmacist I ever knew 


had a store not very large nor very 


grand, but he had the respect and sup- 
port of almost every physician in his 
town. Why? Because he was a real 
professional man, he knew his goods 
and he had the best. The physicians 
sent their prescriptions and their orders 
to him, little burdened with specifications 


of special kinds, because they knew he 


was the better judge of the merits of his 
therapeutic agents. 


Get the literature on these products 
and spend just a little time going over 
it. Any one of the commercial labor- 


atories making the line will send all 


you need for the asking. You will find 
it not only profitable to do so but very 


interesting. This reading may well cover 


Diphtheria Antitoxin as wellasthe newer 
products, for it is not unusual even now 
to hear a pharmacist speak of a 1000 
unit package of Antitoxin as “one in 
1600,” evidently looking upon it as being 
much in the nature of a bichloride of 
mercury solution, which is far from be- 
ing the case. 


Aside from the products I have men- 
tioned, physicians will need syringes, 
perhaps some pipettes, as well as many 
other things in the regular drug line 
which may go with the treatment. 
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Every pharmacist’s store, like every 
tuberculous ‘patient, presents an individ- 
ual problem, and the man who works out 


the problem in the drug line wins. So 
get busy; make your physicians, as well 


as your laymen, look up to you, not 


down upon you. Knowing your bio- 
logics is only one link in the chain, but 


make that link solid. — 

I would suggest that every pharma- 
cist at his earliest opportunity make it 
a point to visit a biologic laboratory and 
see how the various tuberculins, vac- 
cines, antitoxins, etc., are made. I have 
no doubt you will find any American 
laboratory perfectly willing to show vou 
and explain the way of making them. 
The laboratory at Berkeley is not only 


willing but will be very glad to show 


you all you care to know. Seeing these 
biologic products made leaves a lasting 
impression, which is not the case when 


you read of how it is done, and you 


will find it one of the most interesting 
and instructive visits you can make. 
Perhaps I have not covered this sub- 


ject as well as I might have done. I 
have not tried to make it “scientific” 
but rather to make it plain and only a 


stepping stone to a better knowledge 
of these newer biologics. 


SCIENTIFIC EMPLOYMENT OF 
| DRUGS* 
By W. R. Patterson, M. D., Tipton, Mo. 


The employment of drugs in the | 


cure and alleviation of disease is a 
power for good in the hands of proper- 
ly educated physicians. No one has 
reason to be ashamed of the progress 


of medical science. Other branches . 


depend upon the use of drugs and it is 
the key-stone of the arch upon which 
medical investigation rests. The tri- 
umphs of surgery are made possible 


by the use of ether, chloroform, co-_

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caine, corrosive sublimate, carbolic 
acid and other drugs. 

This branch has been much abused 
by over-dosing and lack of scientific 
use. Our forefathers’ work was not 
without good, although many of the 
remedies employed by them appear 
fetishes in the light of our present 
knowledge. They were handicapped 
by theories of disease then prevalent 
and by lack of scientific information. 
Through their mistakes, their experi- 
ence and their toil we have profited, 
and to them we are debtors. 

The days of hyper-medication and 
unscientific employment of drugs set 
up a reaction that aided in the purifica- 


tion of the therapeutic art and brought 


great strides of advancement along 
scientific lines. 

The study of pathology and_ bac- 
teriology and the use of such diag- 
nostic aids as the microscope, have 
brought about the mutual co-operation 
of the man at the bedside and the man 
at the laboratory. A more definite 
idea of the cause of disease and the 
recuperative power of nature give a 
basis on which has been built a scien- 
tific method of employing drugs. _ 

The individual who believes that the 
administration of drugs is a hoax, is 
without experience, or is wrongly em- 
ploying them. A large part of the 
skill consists in fitting the dose to the 
needs of the individual patient, with a 
clear conception of what is desired to 
be accomplished. There should be a 
thorough knowledge of the therapeutic 
effect upon the human system of every 
drug used, its_ limitation, also its 
synergistic and incompatible relation 
to every other ingredient of the mix- 
ture. It is better to know but few 
drugs than not to know them well, 
and none should be given unless there 
is a distinct indication for its use. 

There are honest differences of opin- 


ion as to many therapeutic questions, 
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but that is no plea for ignorance. It 


would be a great aid to therapeutics if 
physicians would make a practice of 
carefully keeping clinical records of 
the effects of drugs. While there has 


been so much accomplished, among 


which is the isolation of the active 
principles of crude drugs, the physio- 
logical standardization and the tri- 
umphs of bacteriology that brought 
the use of serum treatment; there still 
remains much needed work to per- 
form. 

One of the hindrances to the scien- 
tific employment of drugs is the mis- 
cellaneous use of shotgun prescrip- 
tions and the excessive use of “hand- 
me-down” formulas. Some formulas 
that are almost impossible to make ex- 
temporaneously on short notice, which 
possess recognized convenience and ef- 
ficacy are allowable, if from reputable 
manufacturers who publish full and— 
honest formulas and who sell at a rea- 
sonable price. There is nothing in- 
consistent in specifying a firm name if 
their preparations are ethical and of 
superior quality. I do not enter into 
the hue and cry against the manufac- 
turers while they supply trustworthy 
products. 

A greater hindrance is the use of the 
semi-secret or proprietary preparation. 
In the principles of medical ethics, 
adopted by the American Medical As- 
sociation, in Section 8 will be found: 
“It is derogatory to professional char- 
acter for a physician to dispense or 
promote the use of a secret medicine, 
for if such nostrums are of real efficacy 
any concealment regarding their use is 
inconsistent with beneficence and pro- 
fessional liberty.’ Why should any 
member of the profession endorse such 
principles and then be willing to play 
second fiddle to nostrum fakirs, while 
the’ manufacturer ignores these prin- 


ciples and waxes fat at the physician’s 


expense. Any patent or copyrighted 
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protection of name encourages the un- 
scientific employment of drugs and 
hinders unbiased discussion and honest 
reports. The physician is mislead by 
fascinating clinical reports coming 
from paid communications, so notori- 


ous at present. Generally these laud- 


ed, high-priced specialties are forced 
upon the innocent public by the phy- 
sician when he could know what he 
was prescribing by using a national 
formulary preparation, which would be 
as good or even better. Another rea- 
son for thus denouncing the use of 
protected name preparations, is that 
different firms give different names to 
similar preparations, and the physician 
has no inclination to remember all such 
names, much less to request his phar- 
macist to keep them in stock. Often 
the laity learn that a certain doctor 


has prescribed a certain preparation, — 


which another doctor is not familiar 
with, and they deem this a lack of in- 
formation. The profession is_ being 
deluded by adept literature, slick- 
tongued detail men of the manufac- 
turer of proprietaries whose sole aim 
is commercialism. It appears that of- 
ten physicians depend upon some pro- 
prietary pamphlet or advertising liter- 
ature for their knowledge of therapeu- 
tics. If such preparations carried a 
full and true formula, it would be the 
abolition of proprietorship. 

The council on pharmacy and chem- 
istry organized by the American Med- 
ical Association to investigate propri- 
etary medicines, in passing upon them, 
does not imply their recommendation. 
It only implies an unbiased judgment 
of a correctness of the claims of com- 
position. The profession would be 
benefited if it would join in the pro- 
paganda of reform and depend upon 
the Pharmacopeia, U. S. Dispensatory, 
National Formulary, and modern 
works on materia medica. 

A learned profession must maintain 
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its self-respect in order to command 
respect. If it condemns the use of 
patent medicines among its clientele, 
it should clean house at home before 
it should begin to sweep other peo- 
ple’s premises. All that have been 


prescribing preparations with twisted 


and diluted formulas should no more 
be guilty of puerile gullibility, but re- 
pent and transgress no more. 


A more rational study of the phy- 


siological action of drugs and its appli- 
cation to disease should be made, and 


every physician could hasten the pro-- 


gress by clearing his own intellectual 
atmosphere. He should stand by the 
principles that bring to the profession 
honor and make it honorable. The 
great reform of the scientific employ- 
ment of drugs has come to stay until 
the end has been accomplished. | 


THE CALIFORNIA PHARMACEUTI- 
CAL SOCIETY* 
By James G. Steele, Historian. 
The “Golden Lure” of California 
proved a world-wide invitation in the 
“Fifties and Sixties.” The powerful 


attraction held good and induced vast 


numbers of young and middle aged 


men to come by all routes from all 


quarters of the world. The great 
preponderance of youth and energy 


was. noticeable as well as extreme 


scarcity of age and gray hairs. -Phar- 
macists (then known as apothecaries) 


from all civilized nations came with. 


hearts and minds filled with hope and 
bright anticipations. | 
Immediately on the arrival of the 
commencing stream of emigration was 
felt the need of drug stores and com- 
petent pharmacists. The carelessness 
and dissipated lives of most of the 
miners and early settlers of camps, 
towns and cities induced a great var- 
iety of accidents and diseases, and it

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seemed as though drug stocks could not 
be brought into the sole port of San 
Francisco fast enough to meet the de- 
mand. 

Drug stores were quickly multiplied 
and drug stocks were sent as rapidly 
as possible by steamers up our many 
rivers and inlets and further by stages 
and teams to the points of final dis- 
tribution. 

The pharmacists were generally well 
grounded in the training of their re- 


spective countries, and those not in 


possession of knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language applied themselves with 
diligence and were soon able to under- 


stand and supply their customers. It 


was a great advantage for German, 
French, Spanish and Italian pharma- 
cists, to add to the knowledge of their 
own language, that of the English. In 
our cosmopolitan population there 


were always those of our profession 


who spoke two languages and many 
American pharmacists made _ them- 
selves acquainted with at least one 
other language besides their own. 

In the later “Sixties” the example of 
the success of the American Pharma- 
ceutical 
and powerful influence on the phar- 
macists of San Francisco. Through 
the personal magnetism and persistent 
effort of William Simpson, a pioneer 
druggist, a meeting of pharmacists was 


called on an evening of October, 1868. 


Seventeen gentlemen met in the back 
room of the store of J. G. Steele & 
Co., Montgomery street, to take into 
consideration the condition of the drug 
business of that city and to devise 
ways and means whereby a commun- 
ity of interests should be fostered, and 


a society formed to elevate the cause 


of pharmacy in California. - It was re- 
solved to call a meeting of the drug- 
gists of San Francisco and contiguous 
towns to be held the following month. 

The meeting was held on an even- 
ing of the middle of November in one 


Association exerted a wide 
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of the court rooms of the old City Hall 
and an association was formed to be 
called the “California Pharmaceutical 
Society,” officers elected and a com- 
mittee appointed to draw up a con- 
stitution and by-laws. 

Among other objects for which the 
society was established were “The 
advancement of pharmaceutical knowl- 
edge and the elevation of the pro- 
fessional character of apothecaries 


throughout the State of California.” 


The Constitution of the new society 
was modeled after that of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, an or- 
ganization ever held in esteem by the 
pharmacists of the Pacific Coast 
States. 

The first annual meeting of the so- 
ciety was held in San Francisco on 
the evening of Monday, October 11, 
1869, Alexander McBoyle being sec- 
retary, through whose untiring efforts 
the first year’s existence of the society 
was nurtured and brought to a success- 
ful issue. Twenty-five pharmacists 
were elected to membership at that 
meeting. Mr. Simpson, the president, 
read his report. He commented on 
various topics of interest, noting the 
many accessions to membership dur- 
ing the past year. James G. Steele 
presented the report of the executive 
committee, which was ordered pub- 
lished together with the reports of the 
officers, and constitution, and roll of 
members. ‘The following were elected 
officers for the ensuing year: Presi- 
dent, John Calvert; first vice-president, 
James H. Widber; second vice-presi- 
dent, William M. Searby; secretary, 
James G. Steele; treasurer, William 
J. Bryan. Executive committee: 


William Simpson, Edward Neumann, 
W. C. Miller, William Geary and 
James G. Steele. At that meeting the 
subject of the establishment of a col- 
lege of pharmacy was considered. 
The second annual meeting was held 
on’ Monday, October 10, 1870, at the 
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rooms of the society, 226 Sutter St., 


San Francisco. The report of execu- 


tive committee was read by William 
Simpson, the chairman. Among the 
topics that had interested the society 
during the past year and which were 
referred to in this report, we find 
“Drug and Poison Bills,” “Regula- 


tions concerning the Drug Trade,” 


“State and preparations for commerce 


of the crude and refined chemicals of 
California,” “New Remedies,” “Char- 


acteristic Botany of California,” etc. 
The following officers were elected: 

President, John Calvert; first vice- 

president, William Geary ; second vice- 


president, G. G. Burnett; secretary, 


James G. Steele; treasurer, William 


_ J. Bryan. The secretary reported 121 


members as. being upon the roll. 
Among the papers presented to the 
meeting were “Castor Oil, its produc- 
tion, sale, etc., on the Pacific Coast,” 
by G. G. Burnett, “California Wine, 
Brandies, etc.” by E. J. Richards; 
“Hops in California,” by John Cal- 
vert. 
In the following year the executive 


committee drew up a bill “To regu- 


late the practice of pharmacy in the 


City and County of San: Francisco,” 


which was passed by the State Legis- 
lature, signed by the governor and re- 


mained in force until the year 1880, 


when by the terms of the new con- 


stitution of the state, it became special — 
legislation, and as such, unconstitu-— 
tional. This law included sections © 


regulating the sale of. poisons. 
Under this act, approved March 28, 


1872, the following pharmacists were 


elected by the society as a board of 
pharmacy for one year: John Cal- 


vert, president; William T. Wenzell, | 


William Simpson, J. W. Forbes and 
James G. Steele, secretary. On the 


13th of December, 1871, the California _ 


Pharmaceutical Society was incorpor- 
ated with James G. Steele, John Cal- 
vert, William E. Mayhew, William 
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Simpson and William T. Wenzell as 
trustees and directors. Legal enact- 
ments touching pharmacy were noted 


in the following states: Rhode Is- 


land, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, Illinois, New York, 
Massachusetts and the following year, 
California. 
In the summer of 1872 steps were 
taken to establish a college of phar- 
macy, and the “California College of 
Pharmacy” was incorporated and the 
following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, Wm.

The nineteenth annual meeting was 
held in the College Building, Fulton 
street, on the evening of November 8, 
1889. The Secretary reported a mem- 
bership of 180.

Various 
plans were proposed to interest and 
entertain our eastern brethern and se- 
cure a good attendance of California 
pharmacists.

At the meeting held May 23, 1880, 
the chief business transacted was in 
connection with arrangements for the 
meeting of the American Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association.

The thirty-seventh annual meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation commenced in Eureka Hall, 
‘Odd Fellows’ Building, corner Seventh 
and Market streets, San Francisco, on 
Monday, June 24, 1889. 


President Alexander called the meet- 


ing to order at 3 p. m. Prayer was 


offered by Rev. W. H. Scudder, after 
which Hon. E. B. Pond, mayor of San 
Francisco, was introduced and gave 
the address of welcome on behalf of 
the city. 

Dr. Melvin, the president of the Cal- 
ifornia Pharmaceutical Society, made 
fitting remarks in response to the ad- 
dress of His Honor, the Mayor, and

was followed by Albert E. Ebert of 
Chicago on behalf of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. President 
Alexander read his annual report 
which was well received and referred 
to a committee. 


From a report of the secretary, Mr. 
J. M. Maisch, and the treasurer, Mr. 
S. A. Sheppard, the affairs and finances 
of the association were found to be in 
good condition. There were IIO new 
members elected at this meeting, mak- 
ing the total membership 1264. 


The following were elected officers 
for the ensuing year: President, Emlen 
Painter; first vice-president, Karl Si- 
mon; second vice-president, Wm. M. 
Searby; third vice-president, J. W. 
Sackford; treasurer, S. A. Sheppard;

Diehl; members of the council—Leo 
Eliel, W. S. Thompson, John W. Daw- 
son. 

Many interesting and valuable pa- 
pers were read, some, on account of 
their length, only by title and referred 
to the publishing committee. Papers 
were contributed by Messrs. Searby, 
Steele, Calvert, Wenzell and others 
of the California pharmacists.

On Monday evening a social 
reunion was held in the spacious par- 
lors of the Palace Hotel. On Tuesday 
morning, carriages were provided and 
the visitors were taken through Golden 
Gate Park to the beach, lunching at 
the Cliff House and returning to their 
respective hotels in time for dinner. 


A banquet was given Wednesday 
evening at the Palace Hotel, the tables 
being beautifully decorated. Dr. S. H. 
Melvin, president of the California 
Pharmaceutical Society, presided. 
Many toasts were given and responses 
made. 
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On Friday afternoon the association 


and visitors made a trip to Oakland 
and were entertained by the Alameda 
County Pharmacists. Saturday morn- 
ing closed the week’s pleasures with 
the excursion around the bay in the 
steamer James M. Donahue. A lunch 
was served on board, music was pro- 
vided, speeches were made, farewells 
taken and all expressed themselves 
pleased and highly entertained. On 
this occasion were present many prom- 
inent members of the association who 
have since passed on: Mr. Alexander, 
Emlen Painter, Mr. Whitney, J. M.

At the meeting of the California 
Pharmaceutical Society, held on the 
evening of August 8, 1889, the report 
of the committee on entertainment of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion was read and approved. At this 
meeting Mr. Calvert drew the atten- 


tion of those present to the convention 


for revision of the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, to be held at Washington 
the following May. ‘Three delegates 
and three alternates were elected to 
represent the society and college: 
Delegates—Emlen Painter, Wm. Sear- 
by and Dr. R. G. Eccles; alternates— 
Dr. H. S. Melvin, E. W. Runyon and 
William T. Wenzell. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the 
society was held November 14, 1889, 
in the college, on Fulton street, Presi- 


dent Melvin presiding. ' The following 


is taken from his report: “In obedience 
to instructions of your trustees, the 
Legislative Committee revised the bill 
for an Act of Pharmacy, and either 
eliminated or modified such features 
of the bill as seemed likely to meet 
with opposition by those who secured 
its defeat in the Legislature of 1886-7. 
 “T refer with pleasure to the most 
interesting event of the year to the 
pharmacists of the Pacific Coast, who 
availed themselves of the privilege of 
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attending the sessions of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, which 
met in this city on the 24th of June 
last. 
“We hail with pleasure indications 
of an increasing interest on this Coast 


in the science and art of pharmacy, © 


which interest was considerably stimu- 
lated by the recent meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 


‘The intelligent public realize that it is 


quite as important for the pharmacist 
to be mentally equipped for the prac- 
tice of his profession as it is for the 
physician to be learned in his; in fact, 
the success of the practitioner and the 
welfare of the patient are alike depend- 


ent upon the intelligence and consci- 


entiousness of the pharmacist.” 
At the meeting held February 6, 


1890, the death of Emlen Painter, pres- 
ident of the American Pharmaceutical . 


Association, was announced = and 
speeches made in his honor by various 
members. Appropriate resolutions “In 
Memoriam” were introduced, adopted 
and copies directed sent to his family. 


Mention was made of the fine portrait — 


of President Painter that had been 
presented to the college by ex-Presi- 
dent Alexander at the time of the an- 
nual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion in June, 1880. 

Various statements were made as 
to progress in experiments conducted 
by the “Revision Committee” pertain- 
ing to the work allotted to the Pacific 
Coast members. 

At a meeting of the society, held on 
February 27, 1890, various topics were 
discussed and plans suggested as rep- 
resenting the views of the Pacific 
Coast pharmacists on the revision of 
the United States Pharmacopoeia. 
Among the papers presented was one 
by Professor Searby, entitled “Shall 
the New Pharmacopoeia provide for 
the standardizing of Galenical Prep- 
arations?” ‘The secretary reported the 
membership as over 200. 
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The second semi-annual meeting 
was held at the Hotel Vendome, San 
Jose, on Friday and Saturday, August 
29 and 30, 1890. 

A large and enthusiastic attendance 
was noted. Dr. Melvin presided and 
made a response to the address of wel- 
come by the mayor of San Jose. The 
report of the Committee on Revision 


of the Pharmacopoeia was presented 


by Professor Searby. He stated that 
he was one of the 170 delegates from 
110 bodies, meeting in Washington, 


~D. C., May 7, 1890. The chief sub- 


jects of interest at the meetings 
seemed to be “standardization” and 
“weights and measures.” Ten sections 
were presented to the convention and 


severally commented on by those pres- 


ent. After much discussion of Section 
3, “assay processes for Galenical Prep- 
arations’ was adopted to read as fol- 
lows: “It is recommended that solids 
be weighed and liquids be measured 
and that the metric system alone be 
used.” 

« Among other papers presented at 
this meeting of the society, Mr. James 
G. Steele, secretary of the San Fran- 
cisco Retail Druggists’ Association, 
read a paper concerning that organiza- 
tion. In this report it was shown that 
there were 165 pharmacies in San 
Francisco. The association had been 
in existence six years.

The twenty-first and twenty-second 
annual meetings were held in San 
Francisco, November 20, 1890, and No- 
vember 21, 1891, respectively, in the 
College of Pharmacy Building, on Ful- 
ton street. Reports from various 
officers showed a healthy condition of 
the society as to membership and work 
incident to such an organization. 

The fourth semi-annual meeting was 
held in Los Angeles in the large re- 
ception room of the Hotel Westmins- 
ter, on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes-

his absence Mr. Steele was called upon 
to preside. 

Mr. Worden read a report from a 


ing to consider such topics as “The 
Pharmacy Law,” “Cutting of Prices,” 
“Commissions on Physicians’ Pre- 
scriptions,’ “Cipher Prescriptions,” 
“Membership,” “A New Building for 
the College of Pharmacy.’ Many other : 
papers of interest and value were pres- 
ented. Perhaps the one exciting the 
most attention was a paper read by 
Dr. Hood of Haywards, partly his own 
composition and partly of his young 
coadjutor, Mr. A. C. Hassler, which 
was entitled “Grocery Drugs.” _ 
They secured samples of various 
medicines from grocery stores in the 
neighborhood and submitted them to 
a searching investigation. Among the 
substances examined were cream tar- 
tar, bicarbonate of soda, tartaric acid, 
castor oil, laudanum, assafoetida, sen- 
na, glycerine, seidlitz powders and 
liquor ammonia. Inferior goods were 
most universally noted and none of the 
preparations were up to standard. The 
revelations contained in this paper 
were of much surprise to those present 
and proved of great service in showing 
our state legislators at Sacramento the 
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necessity for legislation to control and 
prevent such evils as were shown. 


At this meeting the continuing suc- 
cess of the San Francisco Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association and the founding of 
a State Retail Druggists’ Association 
for the same ends was noted and the 
report of Mr. Steele, secretary of both 
organizations, received with approval. 
At the last day’s session the committee 


appointed to consider the Paddock 


Pure Food and Drug Bill reported as 
follows: “Your committee appointed 
_ to investigate the Paddock Pure Food 
and Drug Bill would respectfully re- 
port that, in view of the evidence that 
has been laid before the society at a 
previous session showing food and 
drugs to be grossly adulterated and ex- 
tensively sold in this state by grocers 
and general dealers, we deem it unde- 
sirable for this society to assume any 
attitude antagonistic to judicious ef- 
forts to check the practice of adultera- 
tion of drugs. Submitted, J. H. Flint, 
H. J. Finger, committee.” | 

The Los Angeles Pharmaceutical 
Association gave a banquet in honor 
of the California Pharmaceutical - So- 
ciety on Wednesday evening, May 25, 
1892. It occurred at the Hotel West- 
minster and the banquet was held in 
the large dining room. President Wolff 


of the local society acted as toast- 


master and called on various members 
to reply to toasts. Among the speak- 
ers were Professor Searby and Mes- 
srs. Flint, Meier, Schmidt, McDonnell 
and Steele. It was universally agreed 
that the Los Angeles meeting had 
been quite a success, cementing old 
friendships, causing new ones, exciting 
interest in pharmaceutical matters, and 
leaving pleasant memories in the minds 
of all present. | 

Since the above no meeting of the 
California Pharmaceutical Society has 
been held. At this time was donated 


by Gustave Sutro to the Affiliated Col- 
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leges the magnificent site on Parnas- 


sus Heights, overlooking the Golden | 


Gate Park, with the distant marine 
view, unexcelled by that of any loca- 
tion in the world. Closely following 
the donation of this Jand, the State 
Legislature, through the influence of 
the various societies to be benefited, 
erected the commodious buildings to 
be devoted to the teaching of dentistry, 
law, medicine, and pharmacy. When 
completed, the buildings were dedi- 


cated by the various associations to 


occupy the same, and particular ex- 
ercises were held on the part of the 
California College of Pharmacy, which 
moved into the new structure, desert- 
ing the old building on Fulton street, 
which was sold later on. 


The San Francisco Retail Drug- 


gists’ Association had broadened out 


and formed a California State Retail 
Drug. Association, which by this time 


numbered five hundred members. In 
1906, however, the cutters of San 


Francisco became so aggressive and | 


cunning that they prevailed upon the 
four wholesale houses to rescind ‘their 
agreement with the Retail Drug As- 
sociation and the association was 
forced to submit to open and uncon- 
trollable cutting, which has ever since 


obtained in this city. Both the Calli- 


fornia Pharmaceutical Society and the 
Retail Drug Association became neg- 
lected and in the street phrase, “went 
to sleep.” The interest of pharma- 
cists centered chiefly in the College 
of Pharmacy and the various college 
operations, have gone on from year to 
year with commendable order and 
precision. | 


The influence of the California Phar- 
maceutical Society was strong in the 
State Legislature and various amend- 
ments to the Pharmacy Law of 1893-4 
were adopted according to the views 
of gentlemen elected as a legislative 
committee. Many of the outside cities 
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formed local druggists’ associations 
and members acquired gradually the 
association habit, so that when in 1907 
it was resolved to revive the old Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Society it was 
done and a new name provided, that 
of the California Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation and a new constitution and 
by-laws adopted by the Association. 
Membership in the revived organiza- 
tion has already reached the 500 mark 
and a bright future is confidently pre- 


the revived association has just been 
held in Los Angeles. | 
A detailed history of the California 
Pharmaceutical Society was published 
in The Pacific Pharmacist for July and 
August, 1907. Perusal of that report 
shows a wide range of pharmacal sub- 


jects, which interested its members 


during its twenty-six years of exist- 
ence. The example and influence of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion has always been potent for good. 
The pharmacists of the Pacific states 
and particularly California will derive 
great benefit from the present meeting 
of the parent organization. The efforts 
of the noble and self-sacrificing phar- 
macists comprising the members of 


that association and the high standard 


of professional ethics held up by those 
gentlemen will influence, for the better, 
our pharmacists long after the Na- 
tional Association. has dispersed for 
their homes. 


THE TERM “PHARMACY” 


As you have already forecasted, the 


use of the term “Pharmacy” in conneéc- 
tion with a business carried on by other 
than a duly registered person has 
occupied the attention of the courts, the 
result being a noteworthy expression of 
opinion by His Honor Judge Shand, of 
St. Helen’s County Court, that “the use 
of the word (pharmacy) is a sign, 1m- 
plying that the person who carries on 
business in that place is one registered 
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under the Act or a person duly qualified 
to dispense medicines as required by the 
Act.” This decision arose as the out- 
come of proceedings instituted by the 
Pharmaceutical Society at St. Helen’s 
County Court, on March 31, against 
Richard Mercer, Church Road, Hay- 
dock, Lancashire, to recover a penalty of 
£5 under section 12 of the Pharmacy 
Act, 1852, for describing his premises 
as ““Mercer’s Pharmacies” and using that 
description on his labels, he not being a 
registered person. Much interest was 
taken in the proceedings, which were re- 
garded as a test case. [The defense was 
that “pharmacy” simply meant a place 
where drugs were sold, but the judge 
took the view that there had been a con- 
travention of the Act, uttered the re-- 
marks quoted, and gave judgment for 
the society for £5, with costs. Notice 
of appeal was given, so itis possiblethat 
more may be heard of the case.—Cana- 
dian Drug gist.

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Scientific Notes

Sir :—I have your letter of February 
Ist, addressed to Dr. Blue, regarding 


certain matters in connection with the 
work that has been carried on here by 
Dr. Blue. Dr. Blue is out of the city 
and will be away possibly until about 
the first of May, and in his absence I 
have supervision over the work for- 
merly carried on under his direction. 

In regard to the outline of the work 
that is now being done in regard to 
plague infection among squirrels and 
gophers, I have to state that the stat- 
us is as follows: 


- In the autumn of 1908 a few plague 
infected ground squirrels were found 


by representatives of this service in 


Contra Costa County. The search for 


them had been made necessary by the 
occurence of plague in human beings 
in Contra Costa County. 

Early in 1909, a force of men was 
employed by the Public Health and 
Marine-Hospital Service and a cam- 
paign inaugurated for the purpose of 
ascertaining how extensive was the in- 


fection among the ground squirrels of 


California. The results of our inves- 
tigations so far have shown that 
plague infected squirrels exist in near- 
ly all parts of Alameda and Contra 
Costa Counties, and we have found 


them also in Santa Clara, San Benito 


and Santa Cruz Counties. 


This work of determining the extent 
of the disease is still under way and 
will probably not be completed for 
some months to come. We have at 
present men working as far south as 


Ventura County, but have thus far 
found no infection further from San 
Francisco than San Benito County. 

The work of extermination that we 
have carried on, has, on account of 
the limited funds available, been con- 


_ fined to the distribution of poison Bi- 


sulfide of Carbon, and a strychnine, 
Cyanide of Potassium mixture, admin- 
istered in wheat. In addition to this, 
we have recently undertaken extermin- 
ation work in the immediate vicinity 
of Oakland and Berkeley, our object 
being to eliminate the squirrels, if pos- 
sible, from a sufficiently large zone 
around these two cities to obviate the 
danger of a reinfection of the rats from 
the squirrels. 

We are disposed to reward the dan- 


- ger of infection, from the squirrels, of 
the rats of the bay cities, as one of the 


most serious aspects of the squirrel 
plague problem, and we believe that 
the last outbreak which proved so ex- 
pensive to San Francisco and Oakland 


was caused by plague infected squir- 


rels, although as to this point we can- 

not be absolutely certain. _ 
Trusting that this outline of the 

work will serve your purpose, I re-

THE NECESSITY FOR DRUG 
REFORM 


(An Outline) 
Dr. H. H. Rusby, president of the 


American Pharmaceutical Association, 
established a drug reform committee 


with the following membership: Pro- 


fessor L. E. Sayre of the University of 
Kansas, Professor E. V. Howell of the 
University of North Carolina, and Dr. 
Albert Schneider of the University of 
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California. This committee has an 
enormous task to perform. Perhaps the 
most that can be done by the time of 
the May meeting in Richmond is to sub- 
mit certain recommendations based upon 
data thus far ascertainable, hoping that 
the recommendations may be discussed 
and the committee continued in power 
until their task may be completed. 
Drug reform is necessary along many 
lines though the present committee will 
limit its efforts largely to organic drugs, 
particularly those of vegetable origin. 


When from 25 per cent to over 50 per 


cent of the vegetable drugs on the mar- 
ket are more or less adulterated it is 
high time that something were done to 
remedy the defect. We have not seen 
a specimen of true Aconitum Napellus 
root for three years (excepting the sam- 
ple in the Federal Laboratory at San 
Francisco, selected by Dr. H. H. Rusby). 
We have for over three years failed to 
find a sample of true Coto (or para- 


-coto) bark. Belladonna (root and leaf) 


is frequently grossly adulterated. Spuri- 
ous yellow bark, pilocarpus, ipecac, male 
fern, etc., are common, to say nothing of 
the lesser criminal and accidental so- 
phistications. 
physicians lose faith in drug therapy and 
become confessed drug nihilists. Drug 
reform is indeed a matter of vital im- 
portance. It should receive the immedi- 
ate attention of the Revision committee 
of the U. S. P., the A. Ph. A., the A. M. 
A. and the various departments, Federal 
and state, interested in drug work. We 
hereby give an outline of the subject 
as it appeals to us. 

I. The Drug Situation in the United

Hand 
picked and garbled drugs. b. Machine 
and tool harvested drugs. c. What is 
the maximum amount of foreign sub- 
stance permissible in crude drugs? Is 
absolute purity possible in any case? 


2. When and in what cases is the 
macroscopical method of testing and ex- 
amining vegetable drugs sufficient? The 
value of the organoleptic tests, as to 
consistency (feel), color, odor and taste 
of crude drugs. 


3. When and in what cases is the 
microscopical method of examining suf- 
ficient? The methods of technique em- 
ployed. The organoleptic tests. 


4. When and in what cases is the 
chemical method of testing (assaying, 
etc.,) and examining sufficient? 

5. When and in what cases should 
the microscopical and chemical methods 
of examining be combined? 

6. When and in what cases should 
the physiological or biological methods 
of testing be employed, with or without 
the chemical and microscopical methods? 


III. Factors which must be taken 

into consideration to obtain uni- 
formity in the therapeutic effects of 
pharmaceuticals and to assure purity 
of drugs and preparations. 


I. Proper supervision of drug im- 
ports at all ports. | 


2. Proper supervision of the inter- 
state commerce in drugs. 


3. Co-operation between Federal and 
state work pertaining to the examining 
and testing of drugs. 


4. Determining the exact commercial 
source of drugs and their adulterants. 
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This is of great importance and should 
receive immediate attention, at least as 
far as it applies to the important drugs, 
as aconite, belladonna, digitalis and 
others. | 

5. Encouraging wholesale and retail 
dealers to test their drugs as to purity 
and quality, irrespective of what the 
guarantee label may promise. 

6. Encouraging the domestic culti- 


vation of drug plants of standard or su-— 


perior quality. 


7. Enforcing a one standard quality 


for all drugs intended for medicinal use. 

8. Compelling the use of correct 
labels for all drugs. Such names as 
yellow bark, yellow roots, red_ bark, 
sacred bark, aconite roots, and other 
misleading common names should not 
be used. | 

g. There should be compensatory age 
and assay corrections for all vegetable 
drugs and preparations made therefrom, 
insofar as that is possible. This is of 
utmost importance and should receive 
immediate attention. 


TUBERCULOSIS CURE PRIZE 

Dr. George W. Bloomer, of Yale Univer- 
sity, as spokesman for an anonymous giv- 
er, has announced a prize of $100,000, to be 
awarded to the .first person anywhere in 
the world who discovers a cure for tuber- 
culosis. The gift is unconditional as to 
time, place or kind of cure; the only real 
stipulation is that it must have been in 
constant use for at least five years, and 
that its promoter shall convince the in- 
vestigating board of its merits. 

Among the physicians invited to act 
on the board are Dr. E. L. Trudeau of 
Saranac Lake, N. Y.; Dr. Simon Flexner 
of the Rockefeller Institute; Dr. William 
H. Welsh of John Hopkins University, 
Baltimore; Dr. Lawrence F. Flick of Phil- 
adelphia, and Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, chief 
medical officer of the Department of 
Health, New York. They will use the 
income from the $100,000 to investigate the 
cures brought to their notice. 
the exploitation of quack remedies they 
will reserve the right to analyze all medi- 
cines presented.

To prevent 
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for giving the prize is to encourage re- 
search for an anti-toxin, serum, or drug 
that will cure tuberculosis. Physicians 
have worked for years to perfect or find 
such a cure but thus far the experiments 
have not furnished a product which will 
absolutely cure or prevent consumption, or 
render the patient immune. Many serums 
have proved effective in increasing the 
resistance of the patient and have thus 
helped in his restoration to health, but no 
scientist of repute today claims to have 
discovered a tuberculin which will cure 


without the aid of fresh air, rest and 


wholesome food.—Journal State Med. Assn. 


Injurious Habit-Forming Drugs.—Dr. 


Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the Bureau of | 


Chemistry, addressed a meeting of the “Re- 
former’s Conclave” in New York, on habit- 
forming drugs and the question of the le- 


gality of restricting their sale. The doctor 


said that the most common drug in this 
country was caffeine, and that its greatest 


danger was at the soda water fountain 


where it is dealt out in various forms to 
children, whose parents would not dream 
of letting them have tea or coffee. 

“This ought to be prohibited,” he said, 
“or if the drinks are sold they should be 
taken under their proper names. 

“There are many coffee drunkards and 
tea drunkards in this country. 

“I take it that in a state of health we 


have no need for an artificial stimulus. 


Caffeine has a direct tendency to Bright’s 
disease, or other forms of kidney disorders. 
We should not give our overworked kid- 
neys anything more to do. The normal 
American kidney has now all the work it 
can possibly do. 

“Many of these drugs are taken to avoid 
fatigue. They deaden the sense of fa- 
tigue, yet fatigue is nature’s danger signal, 
and the man who strikes it down is the 
same as the man who removes the red 
lights at a railroad crossing.”

Chicago’s Food Inspectors.—Chicago food 
inspectors are now making a thorough in- 
vestigation of all milk pasteurizing estab- 
lishments in the city and country, with 
a view of determining their sanitary condi- 
tion and the efficiency of their pasteuriza- 
tion operations. Samples of milk for bac- 
teriologic examination are being taken at 
the various stages of the process of heat- 
ing and cooling as well as of the finished 
product. The recording and heat regulat- 
ing apparatus are also being tested. When 


these experiments are completed the de- 


partment will be in better position to ad- 
vise operators as to the proper temperature 
at which machines shall be run and it will 
be insisted upon that the pasteurization 
process shall fully comply with the in- 
structions issued. 


Color Uses of Chromium.—Chromium is 
a constituent in two varieties of coloring 
materials, viz., pigments and dyes. The 
principal chromium pigments are chrome 
green, Guignet’s green, chrome yellow, 
chrome orange and chrome red. 

Chrome greens have a light yellowish- 
green color. The basis is chromic oxide. 
It is prepared by the precipitation of chro- 
mium hydroxide from a solution of a chro- 
mic salt by soda, this product being washed 
and dried and then calcined at a red heat 
to expel the water. 

Guignet’s green is a chrome green con- 
sisting of hydrous chromic oxide prepared 


localities 
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by heating a mixture of potassium bi-chro- 
mate and boric acid in a _ reverberatory | 
furnace. A chromium borate is formed 
which is decomposed by water forming hy- 
drous chromic oxide, which generally con- 
tains a small amount of boric acid. 
Chrome greens are sometimes made of 


chromium phosphate, prepared by boiling 


potassium bichromate with sodium phos- 
phate and a reducing agent. 

Chrome yellows consist of either lead 
chromate, zinc chromate or barium chro- 
mate. Lead chromate is prepared by treat- 
ing lead acetate or lead nitrate with po- 
tassium bichromate. It has a brilliant 
yellow color. For modified shades, lead, 
barium or calcium sulphates are added, 
or a portion of the lead is precipitated as 
carbonate or sulphate by mixing the po- 
tassium bichromate with sodium carbon- 
ate or sulphate. Lead chromate is black- 
ened by hydrogen sulphide and reddened 
by caustic alkali. : 

Zinc chromate has a lemon-yellow color 
and is prepared by treating zinc sulphate 
with neutral potassium chromate, or by 
boiling zinc oxide with potassium bichro- 
mate. It is decomposed by caustic alkali 
and dissolves in free acid. 

Barium chromate has a debnish-weliw 
color, and'is prepared from barium chloride 
and neutral potassium chromate. 

Chrome orange and chrome red are pre- 
pared by boiling lead chromate (chrome 
yellow) with sodium or calcium hydroxide. 
This causes a precipitation of basic lead 
chromate of orange or red color. Chrome 
red is also made by mixing white lead with 
a solution of neutral potassium chromate 
and boiling until the desired shade is de- 
veloped. It is sold as Chinese red, Ameri- 
can vermilion or Victoria red. 

Most chromium pigments are very per- 
manent, mix well with oil and have good 


covering power. 


In dyeing cotton with chrome yellow, the 
cloth is first soaked in lime water and, 
after wringing, is soaked in a solution of 
lead acetate or nitrate. It is then returned 
to the bath of lime water and after wring- 
ing again is deposited in a solution of so- 
dium or potassium bichromate to develop 
the color. After this it is passed through 
a dilute solution of hydrochloric acid and 
washed and dried. 


Chrome orange is produced by treating 
cotton dyed with chrome yellow in a bath 
of lime water or alkali.

_ MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUS- 
‘TEES, U. S. P. CONVENTION 


The board met at the Chittenden 
Hotel, Columbus, Ohio, January 28 and 
29. The following were present: Dr. 
James H. Beal, Scio, O., acting chair- 
man; F. W. Meissner, La Porte, Ind.; 
Professor Joseph P. Remington, Phila- 
delphia, Pa.; Dr. George H. Simmons, 
Chicago, Ill.; Dr. H. M. Whelpley, St. 
Louis, Mo.; and the secretary of the 
board, Dr. Murray Galt Motter, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

A special committee reported on use of 
the text of the Pharmacopoeia by other 
books. A signed agreement with one 
publisher was submitted and a committee 
consisting of Beal, Remington, and Mot- 
ter was appointed with power to act in 
‘protecting the pharmacopoeial copyright 


in a case which has not been satisfac- 


torily settled. 


The constitution of He P.-C. 


provides for the admission of delegates 
to the May 10, 1910 convention from cer- 
tain classes of organizations and from 
certain specifically named associations 
and government departments. Amend- 
ments to the constitution must receive 
the affirmative vote of at least five mem- 
bers of the board of trustees before be- 
ing submitted to the convention where a 
three-fourths’ vote of the delegates con- 
stituting the convention is required to 
pass an amendment to the constitution. 
The board of trustees received a long list 
of communications from various local as- 
sociations, some national organizations, 


state boards of pharmacy, state associa-— 


tions, teaching institutions and other 
pharmaceutical and medical bodies, not 
provided for in the constitution, all re- 
questing the board of trustees to submit 
to the convention amendments to the 
constitution, providing for the admission 


of additional delegates. The board de- 
cided to submit for the consideration of 
the convention amendments providing for 
delegates from the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, the National 
Dental Association, the Association of 
State and National Food and Dairy De- 
partments and the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor of the United States 
Government. It will require a_ three- 
fourths’ vote of the convention to adopt 
these amendments and seat the delegates. 

The board of trustees passed a reso- 
lution recommending to the convention 


that representatives of the University of 
Havana be accorded the privileges of the 


floor. 

The board passed a vote of thanks to 
Professor Diaz, of the University of 
Havana, for the services he has rendered 
pharmacy in translating the text of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia into the 
Spanish language. 

A motion recommended to the conven- 


tion an amendment to the constitution, 


reducing the required period of incor- 
poration for teaching institutions and 
state associations represented in the con- 
vention from five to two years, was lost. 

The board will recommend to the con- 
vention an amendment to the constitu- 
tion, providing for a general committee 
of revision of fifty members which is 
to elect from its own number an ex- 
ecutive committee of revision of fifteen 
members. The amendment will provide 
certain duties for each committee. 

The text of the various amendments 


will be submitted to the pharmaceutical © 


and medical journals of the United 
States by the secretary of the board of 
trustees. Parties interested can obtain 
copies of the constitution and by-laws 
by addressing Dr. Murray Galt Motter, 
1841 Summit avenue, Washington, D. C. 
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The board of trustees recommends to 
the convention that a_ revised edi- 
tion of the Pharmacopoeia be prepared 
five years after the publication of the 
U. S. P. IX, if in the judgment of the 
committee of revision and the board of 
trustees, such a revision is desirable. 


Dr. C. S. N. Hallberg of Chicago sub- 


mitted a communication in regard to 


prescription statistics and was authorized 
to complete the work. 

The committee on arrangements was 
authorized to engage the services of a 
competent stenographer to report the 
IQIO convention. 


Provision was made for an assistant 
to the secretary of the board of trustees. 


The provision for badges and buttons 
and the publication of a list of delegates 
to the convention was referred to the 
committee on arrangements, with power 
to act. | 


The local committee of arrangements > 


was instructed to invite the dean of the 
ministerial corps, Senor Calvo, to ad- 


dress the 1910 convention. 


An additional two thousand copies of 
the Spanish edition of the Pharmaco- 
poeia have been printed and satisfactory 
sales are reported. |

PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE CON- 
STITUTION OF THE PHARMA- 
COPOEIAL CONVENTION 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10, 1910. 
To the Medical and Pharmaceutical 
Press: 


At a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the United States Pharma- 
copoeial Convention held at: Columbus, 
Ohio, Jan. 28th and 29th, Ig10, it was 


resolved, five members of the Board of 


Trustees assenting thereto, to submit 
to the next meeting of the United 
States Pharmacopoeial Convention 
(Incorporated) the following proposi- 
tions to amend the Constitution of the 
Convention in the following particu- 
lars: | 

I. To amend Section 2, Article II, 
relating to membership, by inserting 
after the title “the Surgeon-General of 


the United States Marine Hospital 


Service,’ the following: “the Secretary 
of Agriculture, the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, the Association of 
Official Agricultural Chemists, the As- 
sociation of State and National Food 


-and Dairy Department, the National. 


Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 
the National Dental Association.” 


II. Also to amend said, Section 2, 
Article II, by changing the words 
“three delegates” in line eleven (page 
seven of the reprint of the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of 1909) to “one 
delegate’; the effect of this change be- 
ing to reduce the representation of each 
organized body and department to one 
delegate each. 

III. Also to amend Article IV, con- 
cerning “Committees and Trustees,” 
by changing the title “Committee of 
Revision,” to that of ‘General Commit- 
tee of Revision” (Ibid., last line). 
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The Constitution does not require 
notice to be given of proposed changes 


in the By-Laws of the Convention, but. 


to make clear the purpose of the change 
proposed in the present title of the 
Committee of Revision, it is hereby an- 
nounced that the Board of Trustees 
will submit to the Convention proposi- 
tions to amend the By-Laws as fol- 
lows: Toincrease the number of mem- 
bers on the Committee of Revision, 
hereafter to be known as the “General 
Committee of Revision” from twenty- 
five to fifty, said General Committee 
of Revision to create from its own 
membership an Executive Committee 
of Revision of fifteen members, to have 
immediate charge of the work of revi- 
sion, and also giving to said General 
Committee of Revision certain advisory 


and supervisory powers over the work 


of the Executive Committee of Re- 
vision.

THE CITY OF WASHINGTON 
BRANCH OF THE AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION 

The meeting of the City of Washing- 
ton Branch of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, February 2, 1910, 
was devoted to a discussion of the re- 
port of a special committee on Na- 
tional Formulary, consisting of Messrs. 
Lyman F. Kebler, Wymond H. Brad- 
bury, Henry E. Kalusowski, Lewis 
Flemer and Augustus C. Taylor. This 
committee was appointed to consider 
the several communications that were 
presented at the December meeting of 
the City of Washington Branch. Their 
report was a comprehensive one and 
discussed in detail the several proposi- 


tions that had been made. For the 


proper consideration of the several con- 
clusions reached by the committee the 
members of the Local Branch, includ- 
ing the visitors present, constituted 
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themselves a committee of the whole 
and discussed the several propositions 
seriatim. On motion, the following 
principles were endorsed: 

Object.—The National Formulary should 
be a book of remedies which not only con- 
serve and protect the welfare of the people, 
but also represent the best that the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association stands for. 

Nomenclature.—No name should be used 
which misleads in any particular. 

Standards.—It is believed that it would 
be preferable to have a definite standard 
prescribed, when practicable, for each prod- 
uct recognized. 

Division of Book.—It is unwise ‘to divide 
the book into two parts. 


Introductory Notes.—The National 


mulary should include useful introductory 
notes, comments, etc. | 
Metric System.—The metric system alone 


should be employed in giving the quantity 


or proportion to be used in preparing the 
various products. 

Medicinal Tipples—All products which 
bear any form of stigma characterizing 
tipples should be eliminated. 

Saccharin.The use of saccharin as a 


sweetening agent for National Formulary 


products should be discouraged. 

Pills—The general direction for making 
and coating pills should be continued if it 
is found practicable to present the matter 
in an intelligible form. 

Artificial Coloring.—The artificial cre 
of official preparations should be discour- 
aged, it is desirable, however, to introduce 
one or more formulas for preparing col- 
oring solutions to be used when called for 
by prescriptions. 

Preservatives.—Preservatives, other than 
such articles as alcohol and glycerin, should 
not be used in pharmaceutical preparations. 

Basic Elixirs—The introduction of sev- 
eral select basic elixirs is recommended. 

Proprietary Medicines.— Formulas in- 
tended to produce an imitation of some 
proprietary product should not be included 
in the National Formulary. 

Supplements.—Supplements, corrections 
and additions should be issued as the prog- 
ress of pharmacy and medicine may de- 
mand. 

The following recommendations were not 
concurred in by the majority of the mem- 
bers present, either because of a difference 
of opinion or because the subject matter 
itself has, as yet, not been sufficiently well 
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discussed to permit of the expression of a 
definite opinion by many of the members 
present: 

Synonyms.—The Committee believes that 


there should be introduced into the Na- 


tional Formulary as many synonyms as 
possible for the several preparations. 

National Formulary a Book of Formulas. 
—The Committee is of the opinion that all 
simples should be embodied and described 
in the Pharmacopoeia and that all mixtures 
and composites such as “Vegetable Cathar- 
tic Pills,’ “Compound Tincture of Carda- 
mon,” etc., should find a place in the Na- 
tional 

Druggists’ Receipt Book.—The Commit- 
tee expressed the belief that the only good 


‘purpose that such a book could serve is 


that of a repository for worthless, anti- 
quated and defunct products. It is unable 
to see what possible value such a book 
would be to the progressive pharmacist. 
Extemporaneous Preparations. — 
Committee itself was undecided as to the 
advisability of preparing the various N. F. 
products extemporaneously, but expressed 
the opinion, evidently the majority, that 
it is the safer procedure to dilute fluid ex- 
tracts with an appropriate solvent in the 
manufacture of a tincture than to prepare 
such tincture under conditions which are 
not as favorable as they might be. 
Additions and.Omissions.—The Commit- 
tee believes that great liberality should be 
exercised along these lines because the 
National Formulary is to be used by people 
located in various sections of the country. 
On motion, it was agreed that the para- 
graphs indorsed by the members present 
be submitted to the Committee on National 
Formulary, that the report as a whole be 
published and that attention be called to 
.the recommendations not endorsed, so as 
to elicit additional discussions from phar- 


-macists in various parts of the country. 


Saccharin.—Saccharin was discussed at 
some length, and it was suggested that 


because of the widespread use of this arti- 


cle and the apparent difference of opinion 
regarding the possibility of harm result- 
ing from its use, additional information be 
sought regarding it, and on motion of Mr. 
Flemer, seconded by Mr. Hynson, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED, By the City of Wash- 
ington Branch of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, that, in view 
of the extensive use of saccharin and 
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The 


the possibility of harm arising from 
such use, the matter is referred to the 
Surgeon-General of the Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service with the 
request that it be made the subject of 
pharmacologic investigation.

National Association of Boards of Phar- 
macy, Proceedings of the Sixth Annual 
Meeting, Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 16-17, 
1909. 

On reading the proceedings, one is 
strongly impressed by the fact that the 
sessions were very largely devoted to a 
comparison of experiences regarding State 
Board examinations, a sort of experience 
meeting. Numerous reports, communica- 
tions, letters, etc., were submitted, many 
of which were of great importance. F. B. 
Lillie of Oklahoma, in his presidential ad- 
dress, made the 1OHOWESS important rec- 
ommendation: 


“That this Aasottbiten set a date in the 


not far distant future, when all State 


Boards of Pharmacy affiliated with this As- 
sociation shall require of candidates for 
registered pharmacists: Ist, that they have 
five years of practical experience; 2nd, that 
they have a high school education or its 
equivalent; 3rd, that they hold a diploma 
from some school of pharmacy recom- 
mended by the National Syllabus Commit- 
tee; 4th, that they pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination before a State Board of Phar- 
macy.” 


This recommendation of vital importance 
apparently received scant attention on the 
part of those present, excepting that it 
was not approved by the Committee on 
Presidential Address. 


We sincerely hope the N. A. B. P. will 


continue its activities and within a short 
time combine its influence with that of the 
Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties in 
order that pharmacy may be placed on a 
professional basis at an early date.—A. S. 


Adrenalin and Adrenalin-Like Bodies. 
Bulletin No. 55, Hygienic Laboratory, Pub- 
lic Health and Marine Hospital Service, 
Treasury Department, U.S. A. April, 1909,

This report represents an enormous 
amount of work presented in the form of 
lengthy tabulations and general considera- 
tions. After a brief introduction, the au- 
thor takes up the history of the discovery 
of the physiological action and therapeutic 
value of adrenalin. Next follows the ex- 
perimental discussion of the relative ac- 


tivity of natural l—and synthetic dl.—ad- 


renalin, of arterenol and homorenon. 


The author forms his conclusions as fol- — 


lows:

The Use of the National Forests. U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, Forest Service, 


Gifford Pinchot, Forester. (Issued June 14, 


1907). 

This little booklet is dedicated to the 
public as follows: “Many people do not 
know what National Forests are. Others 
may have heard much about them, but 
have no idea of their true purpose and use. 
A little misunderstanding may cause a 
great deal of dissatisfaction.

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‘HE PHARMACY OF TODAY IN SAN FRANCISCO 
| By Fred I. Lackenbach. 


PAPER* No. 1 


Mr. James G. Steele has just com- 
pleted a splendid series of papers on 


“Pharmacy in San Francisco in the 


Early Days.” With this issue of The 
Pacific Pharmacist we open a series 
which will deal with the pharmacy as 


we find it in Newer San Francisco 
and in the district which was entirely 
bereft of all pharmaceutical activity 


less than four years ago. These stores 
located, without exception, in 
splendid steel and reinforced concrete 
structures, things of beauty and en- 
durance, amidst the throbbing com- 
mercial center where quality and alert- 
ness alone can survive. | 
It is by accident rather than by de- 
sign that the store of K. B. Bower- 
man, at 238 Stockton St., is the first 
to receive consideration. ‘This store is 
situated in the Schroth Bldg. (which 
is devoted exclusively to the use of 
physicians), and is one of.the most 
beautifully located stores in the city, 
overlooking as it does Union square 
with its splendid Dewey monument in 
the center, and the St. Francis Hotel, 
the Butler Building and the Union 
Square Hotel rising majestically from 
its borders. 

There are many hundreds of phy- 
sicians located in this neighborhood, 
within a radius of a square block, and 
some of the oldest-established phar- 
macies in the city which have kept 
abreast of the times, have sought out 
locations in this center. 

Mr. Bowerman’s store is a model of 
neatness and convenience. He himself 


is a pharmacist of long years of ex-— 


perience, a man devoted to his profes- 
sion and proud of the surroundings 
which he has himself created and over 
which he watches with zealous care. 


His name is synonymous with excel-— 


lence and painstaking effort, which is 
reflected in every nook and corner of 
his establishment. | 


There is nothing showy or vulgar 


in the arrangement of his store. The 
fixtures are of Jeneciro or Mexican 


walnut, the beautiful grain of the wood 
being brought out by a waxed finish. 


The wall shelving, both in the upper 


and lower fixtures, being fitted with 


plate glass—sliding doors, on ball-bear- 


ing rollers. In fact all the glass used 
in the store is heavy plate. 

The show cases are all plate, top, 
side and front, and fitted with adjust-. 


able, glass shelves. 


The wrapping counter is in Jene- 
ciro, with shelving underneath it to 


carry wrapping paper which is kept on 


hand ready cut, in many sizes and 


all of one color, with twine to match. 


The floor is covered with “battle- 
ship lineoleum” which runs from wall 
to wall, and the show cases stand on> 
legs lifting them sufficiently from the. 


floor to make it easy for the porter 


to mop. <A prepared floor powder is. 


used and has proved an excellent thing 
in keeping down the dust. sti 

In placing the stock it has evidently 
been the aim to make it as convenient 
for both the h Ip and customer, as 
possible. For instance, the show 
case containing the face powders, has 
a section of the wall case directly back 
of it devoted to the liquid face prepar- 
ations ; the show case devoted to tooth- 
brushes, dental floss, etc., has directly 
back of it the liquid dentifrices, the 
tooth-pastes and powders. 

The “patent medicines” are kept en- 
tirely out of sight in cupboards, and 
are never displayed on show cases or 
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in windows. They are only sold when 
directly called for. 


- One of the wall cases is reserved 


exclusively for biological products, of 
which this pharmacy carries a com- 

apllete stock of the leading manufactur- 
ers. One of the curious things in this 
department is a “snake bite” serum 
from the’ Pasteur Institute, Paris. 

Physicians are supplied free with 
Board of Health swabs and Widal 

tests. 

Mr. Bowerman has not applied him- 
self to urinalysis work, he being of the 
opinion that this is a field for those 
physicians who devote themselves to 

this and similar lines of work. 

At the rear is a room partitioned off 
from the store proper by a large plate 
glass (not mirror), which is devoted 
exclusively to prescription work. And 
it is exclusive in the strictest sense of 
that term. There are no indications 
of its being used as a stock room, or 
a laboratory, or a lounging room. It 
reminds one more of a well-kept chem- 
ical laboratory. The arrangement of 
this room is a very remarkable fea- 
ture—indeed itis the most striking fea- 
ture of the Bowerman store. The 
half-tone reproduction which accom- 
panies this paper shows but poorly the 


large plate-glass window which greets 


one’s eyes as one enters the store. 
Looking through that glass shows sev- 

eral skillful prescription clerks busily 
at work upon the hundreds of prescrip- 
tions which pour into this store daily. 
Everything is open to the public gaze 
and as the patron awaits the filling of 
his prescription, he is most interestedly 
and profitably entertained by the var- 
ious processes and manipulations in 
the prescription department. 


The fixtures in the prescription de- 


partment are all enameled white from 
floor to ceiling, and they are kept 
white with soap and water. The up- 
per shelving is devoted to the shelf-

ware, the bottles ranging in size from 
one-half gallon to one-half pint. These 
are arranged for convenience and safe- 
ty, not always following the usual al- 
phabetical arrangement, but grouped 
in the way that experience has dem- 
onstrated the most satisfactory. 

The shelfware is in several colors, 
amber glass with red labels designat- 
ing the poisons; the blue glass with 
gold labels, the oils and spirits; while 
the rest of the ware is flint glass with 
gold labels. The lower shelves of the 
prescription room are enclosed to form 
cupboards in which are placed the open 
bottles of secret and non-secret pro- 
prietaries (of which there are a great 
number, we regret to confess), and 
there is provided space for the bottles 
(previously washed, steamed, dried 
and corked), and an apartment for tab- 
lets and pills. 

In the center of the _ prescription 
room is a counter equipped in exact 
duplicate on either side. This makes 
it possible for four clerks to work at 
the counter at the same time without 
discommoding one another. 

Each man has his own utensils, his 
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own drawers for pill and powder 
boxes, and ointment pots. Running 


down the center of this counter is nar- 


row shelving carrying the many semi- 
proprietary articles and smaller chem- 
icals which are in such constant de- 
mand. 

Running across the front of the 


prescription room, parallel with the 


plate-glass front, is another counter 
carrying the prescription books in 


_ separate compartments underneath the 


counter, arranged numerically. On 
each end of the counter is located a 
desk, equipped with drawers for the 
prescription and other labels. 

_Every prescription is required to be 


checked before it can leave the pre- 


scription room, and renewals of pre- 
scriptions are kept record of. _ 

Neat hinged-lid pill 
boxes; artistic porcelain ointment jars 


with celluloid tops; pipette bottles for 


eye drops, encased in neat cartons, are 
a few of the details we noted. — 
There are four telephones in this 
department which are taxed to handle 
the large volume of business, a booth 


being provided in the store proper for 


the use of the public. 

To the right of the prescription room 
is the Rubber room, where is displayed 
the line of sick-room necessities, rub- 
ber goods, crutches, trusses and sim- 
ilar wares. This department is so 


arranged as to insure privacy to those 


inspecting the stock. 

Directly over this room and the 
prescription department, is a mezza- 
nine floor on which is situated the of- 
fice and a stock room. From this 
balcony a clear view of the store is ob-

RAILROAD RULING 

Druggists are advised that the railroads 
are enforcing the new Interstate Commerce 
Rules regarding shipments of “Inflammable 
liquids,’ which must be shipped in cans 
that are completely covered. Cone-top 
jacket cans are proscribed and will not be 
accepted for shipment, so that such cans 
should not be forwarded for refilling. The 


list of inflammable liquids includes: 


Alcohol. 

Ethers. 

Gasoline. 

Wood Alcohol. 

Acetone. 

Benzole. 

Columbian Spirits. 

Collodion and Varnishes. 

All of which must be shipped in cans 
that are completely boxed, so that it will 
be compulsory to use square cans for goods 
above mentioned. Many dealers prefer and 
insist upon receiving cone-top cans on ac- 
count of convenience in handling, but it is 
no longer possible to use such cans in 
shipping above items. 


Studies of pepsin at the Rockefeller 
Institute have confirmed the claim that 
simple shaking of pepsin solutions will 
destroy the pepsin.

TO PRODUCE RADIUM 

It is stated that radium is to be man- 
ufactured on a commercial basis in a 
new factory which will begin opera- 
tion this year in London. 

The foundation stone of this home 
of the world’s most precious commo- 
dity has been laid in Limehouse, East 
London, by Lady Ramsey, wife of the 
discoverer of radium, Sir William 
Ramsey. By a secret process of the 
latter’s invention, the radium will be 
produced within a period of eight 
weeks from the pitchblends, which 
mean about one-fifth of the period at 
present occupied in manufacture. 


From five to ten grammes of radium 


is all that Sir William hopes to be 
able to produce during the year. The 
present price of radium is $90 a milli- 
gramme, or $2,500,000 an ounce.

CALIFORNIA BULLETIN 
Published by the California Develop- 
ment Board, January 31, 1910 

Seasonal rains throughout Cali- 
fornia, with heavy snow on the Sier- 
ras, which will supply abundant water 
to the valleys during the summer 
months, give promise of bountiful 
crops. Frosts in the citrus districts 


during December and January did 


little permanent damage. _ 
Reports received by the California 


Development Board indicate general 


prosperity in all industrial and com- 
mercial lines. - Financial institutions 


report marked increase in deposits and 


resources. A healthy growth in pop- 
ulation is noted throughout the State 


and reports from Eastern centers give 
promise of increased immigration. 


There is unusual inquiry on the part 
of Eastern capital for large tracts for 
colonization purposes. 

Activity is noted in railroad build- 
ing, a number of new electric lines be- 
ing projected to begin construction dur- 
ing 1910, and several branch lines for 


trans-continental roads will be started. 


The annual report of the California 
Development Board is now in prepara- 
tion, and will be published in March, 
next. Returns from forty-two of the 
fifty-eight counties of the State give 
the production of some of the leading 
crops approximately as follows: 
Wheat, 260,000 tons; barley, 765,000 
tons; oats, 125,000 tons; aggregating 
1,150,000 tons, valued at about $32,- 
500,000. Hay, 3,086,000 tons, valued at 
$32,250,000. Fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles estimated at about $48,000,000. 

The merging of the California State 
Board of Trade, the Manufacturers’ 
and Producers’ Association and the 
California Promotion Committee into 
the California Development Board is 
announced, the latter organization 


taking over all the activities of the — 


combined bodies.

Take for example the soluble essences 
of lemon and orange—these can be 
made very easily from the fresh rind 
of the fruit, at about one half the cost 
of the so-called Oleo-Resins, Emul- 
sions, etc., and the purity of your own 
product can be absolutely guaranteed, 
as nothing enters into their composi- 
tion but sugar, fruit and a menstruum 
of alcohol and water of the right 
strength, to preserve it. 

Root Beer Extracts can also be made 
at a cost of about one-third of the 
widely advertised brands. The home- 
made product could pass any pure food 
law in existence. If some of the ex- 
pert dispensers who are always looking 
for a position, would pay a little more 
attention to the manufacturing depart- 
ment, they would find that their ser- 
vices would always be in demand. 
Show your employer where you can 
-save him money, and stop the various 
leaks that are continually springing up 
in the fountain, and he will surely 
give you a hearing. Never mind about 
being able to make the finest egg- 
drinks and doing the fancy twenty-feet 
throwing stunt (which cost within 
one or two per cent of what you get 
for the drink, and the chance of los- 
ing a good customer through acci-

By devoting on an average, an hour 
per day to the manufacturing, you can 
keep up your stock, and you will no- 
tice that your trade takes more inter- 
est in what you serve, as your dishes 
will look and taste better than your 
neighbors’.

Another point well to know is the de- 


tail construction of a soda fountain 
and the carbonators, so that should an 
accident occur at any place (especially 
when you are very busy and a mech- 
anic cannot be had immediately), you 
We all know 
that when water is carbonated up to 
its full pressure, say 150 degrees (lbs.) 
that drawing it 
pipes at that pressure causes great 
friction. Where there is friction there 
must be wear, so that your pipes need 
looking after continually and should 
never be placed where they cannot be 


worked at, at all times. It does not 


take much of a hole to produce a great 
waste of water, a leak the size of a 


pin hole being sufficient to let ten to 
fifteen gallons of water go to waste 
every day. You should also remember 
that gas will leak where water will 
not. So watch all valves and 
connections carefully. The care of 
silver and marble should be made a 
special study—different kinds of mar- 


They have an individual-_ 
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ble and onyx require different treat- 
ment. Oil and grease should never 
be allowed on marble, and if by acci- 
dent some should be spilled, remove 
it instantly with luke-warm water and 
soft soap. The silver should never 
be scoured or cleaned with the usual 
so-called “polishes,’ as in most cases 


they will scratch or take the plating 


off. Silver washed in warm water, 
with a little carbonate of soda (sal 
soda) added, then dipped into boiling 
water, wiped dry while hot, and pol- 
ished with a soft woolen cloth or 
chamois with the aid of a very little 
fine sifted whiting, to which a pinch 
of cream of tartar has been added, will

There is a splendid paper in this is- 
sue of The Pacific Pharmacist, entitled, 
“The Druggist and the Newer Biolog- 
ics,” by Chas. M. Twining of the Cut- 
ter Laboratory, Berkeley. The sub- 
jects dwelt upon in this paper treating 
upon tuberculins and_ bacterial vac- 
cines, are of special interest to the hos- 
pital pharmacist. The subject of tu- 
berculins is first taken up and is treat- 
ed under the following headings: The 
Old Tuberculin or Tuberculin O. T.; 
Tuberculin B. F. or Bouillon Filtrate 
(“Tuberculin Denys”); Tuberculin T. 
R. or Tubercle Residue; and Tuber- 

The above refers to tuberculins for 
therapeutic uses in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. The following forms, 
with the exception of the Detre Differ- 
ential Test, are used for diagnostic 
purposes. They are made up from 
Tuberculin O. T., and differ only in 
the method of conveying the tuber- 
culin. 

The Ophthalmic or Calmette Reac- 
tion is used in the eye. The Thermal 
Reaction is intended for subcutaneous 
inoculation. The Cutaneous or Von 
Pirquet’s Test is applied by scratch- 
ing the skin, very much as is done in 
applying vaccine virus. 

The Percutaneous Test is an oint- 
ment used upon the intact skin, us- 


ually upon the breast. 


The Detre Differential Test is made 
up of three different kinds of tubercu- 
lin and is applied to three separate 
scratches made upon the skin. 

Tuberculin O. T., Tuberculin T. O.,. 
Tuberculin Old, and Tuberculin Orig- 
inal, all mean the same. © | 

Tuberculin B. F. and Tuberculin 
Denys are the same. 

Tuberculin. T. R., New Tuberculin 
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or Koch’s New Tuberculin, are the 
same. ‘This is sometimes termed Tu- 
bercle Vaccine. 


Tubercalin B. statids for’ Baceil- 


len Emulsion. 

The Ophthalmic Reaction, Calmette’s 
Reaction and Wolff-Eisner Reaction 
are the same. 

The Cutaneous Reaction, Von Pir- 
quet’s or “Skin Reaction” are the same. 

The Percutaneous Reaction, Moro’s 
Reaction, Tuberculin Ointment and 
-Inunction Test are all the same. 

The following bacterial vaccines are 
also described: Gonococcic Vaccine, 
Staphylococcic Vaccine, Streptococcic 
Vaccine, Coli Vaccine and Typhoid 
Vaccine. The first three of these are 
used in the treatment of their respec- 
tive infections, anl the typhoid vac- 


cines as a prophylactic. In addition — 


to these there is made: Antityphoid 


serum, Antipneumococcic Serum, An- 


tidysenteric Serum, Antistaphylococ- 
cic, Anticoli, Antivenemous, Anti- 
plague and Antitubercle Serums. Then 
there is also a Hay Fever Serum and 
a Antimeningicoccic Serum.

THE POWER OF THE DRUG TRADE 
PRESS

Here is one of a series of thought- 
ful articles on the real status of drug 
trade journals. 

The subject will be treated in its 
broad sense from the standpoint of one 
who speaks with whatever authority 
the test of experience gives a man. 
In the beginning the trade journal 
was an unbidden guest at a feast in 
which jobbers held full sway. This 
Was even more true in grocery and

other lines than in drugs, but it was 
also true of the drug journals. 

The drug trade paper then was 
looked upon as a hanger-on—a_ re- 
spectable mendicant, accused by turns 


of blackmail from the weak and | 


crumb-begging from the strong. 

How drug trade journalism emerged 
from those early struggles to the 
power and influence and universal re- 
spect in which it is held today is a 
story fit for a more dramatic pen than 
mine. 

But that it has emerged and that it 
is a power I know, and it shall be my 
mission to show how best to use that 
power—how to use it to bring actual, 
tangible dollars-and-cents returns at 


the smallest possible ratio of cost. 


I shall discuss the broad topic of 


printed salesmanship; of winning con- 
verts by talking to them in their own . 


language and telling them what they 
want to know. 

I shall poke fun at the standard-card 
man who thereby publicly acknowl- 
edges his low estimate of the good will 
of the druggists of the country. __ 

I shall scold roundly the mistaken 
advertiser who fills his space with a 
line of bombast that repels rather than 
attracts. 

I shall say some things that the ed- 
itor will feel like apologizing for in his 


editorial columns, but, through the 


whole series, my whole effort will be 
to gather into a friendly, co-operative 
circle of boosters, the advertiser, the 
publisher and the subscriber, and, to 
the extent to which I am successful 
in doing this, whether my methods be 
criticized or praised, | shall have done 
something worth while, something for 
which I shall be remembered—and, 
perhaps, though I do not ask it—grate- 
fully.

CALIFORNIA FIG SYRUP CO’S 
TRADE-MARK UPHELD 


The Federal Court of Dallas, Texas, has 


recently issued an injunction against the 
Dallas Syrup Company of that city perma- 
nently enjoining and restraining them from 

manufacturing and selling an imitation of 
Syrup of Figs. A similar injunction has 
been issued by the Federal Court at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., against the Cumberland Manu- 


facturing Company of that city restraining | 


them from making or selling an imitation 
of Syrup of Figs. 

California Syrup of Figs has been recog- 
nized as a valid trade-mark by Great 
Britain in accordance with the decision of 
the British Court of Appeals. This is a 
remarkable descision, as it is not the rule 
to trade-mark geographical names, but as 
the preparation California Syrup of Figs 
has become so well known to the English 
public that the High Court of Appeals over- 
ruled the decision of the lower court and 
decreed that the name be registered as a 
trade-mark. 

All this tends to show that the Cali- 
fornia Fig Syrup Company’s trade-mark 
is valid, and as this company has been more
